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President's Report 

By Kimball C. Firestone 


There are several subjects which I believe 
the membership should be brought up-to- 
date on, all of which have been dealt with by 
the Board recently, as follows: 

1. Maryland Fund changes. An attempt to 
make constructive changes in this program 
stirred up some controversy lately. Reexami¬ 
nation of the whole situahon led to a new 
approach which I am very pleased with, and 
which I hope will receive general approval. 

Our original suggestion for change was 
based on the theory, a valid one I believe, 
that we needed to focus more attention on 
the part of the program that most people can 
see, the purse structure. Because there just 
are not enough funds available to support, in 
a meaningful way, a broad range of Mary¬ 
land-bred races, it was decided to put the 
emphasis on the races which most people set 
as their ultimate goal—stakes. 

The Fund only generates a certain number 
of dollars, and if a dollar is used one way it 
can't be used another. The theory of using 
money to emphasize our stakes program is 
based on the ideas that (1) this is the best way 
to have a significant program we can brag 
about (not just for the sake of bragging but to 
help sell the program); (2) breeders who race 
will have a shot at all the Fund money and (3) 
breeders who sell will have a better chance to 
sell their horses at a profit because people 
will feel additional incentive to buy them. 

Having accepted this thinking, the Board 
last November approved a reallocation of 
funds which was designed to accomplish the 
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above objectives, but, on later examination, 
was discovered to have brought about a 
greater-than-anticipated shift of funds avail¬ 
able for breeder and stallion awards. This 
fact was brought to our attention by indi¬ 
vidual board members, as well as by other 
members of the organization. 

Accordingly, the Board, at its March 5 
meeting, reexamined this issue and made

some changes. It decided to leave un¬ 
changed the already-existing overall split be¬ 
tween "purses and owner awards" and 
"breeder and stallion awards." The change 
that was approved involves the allocation of 
money within the first category. Whereas 
this money was previously split 55 per cent 
for purses and 45 per cent for owner awards, 
it will now (if approved by the Maryland 
Racing Commission) be split 66% per cent 
and 33V3 per cent. 

The net result of all this is that distribu¬ 
tions in three of the four categories will in¬ 
crease. On the assumption that the pending 
legislation in Annapolis passes (but making 
no assumptions about possible increases in 
handle), the proposed changes would in-

crease Maryland-bred stakes money by 
about 25 per cent, increase breeder and stal¬ 
lion awards by about 10 per cent each, and 
decrease owner awards by about 18 per cent. 

As far as the owner awards are concerned, 
the feeling was that even though this is a 
good program which results in a broad dis¬ 
tribution of money, it just is not visible 
enough to make a big impact on our efforts to 
promote Maryland-breds. We are going to 
attempt to draw more attention to this, how¬ 
ever, because we think it is still an important 
part of the program, even at a reduced level. 

2. Finances. At a recent meeting of our Fi¬ 
nance Committee, headed by Betty Miller, a 
budget for the fiscal year April 1, 1985, 
through March 31, 1986, was reviewed. The 
Committee approved and sent to the Board 
for approval this budget, which indicates a 
small surplus (about 3 per cent of total re¬ 
venue) for the year. Our operahons will con¬ 
tinue at a normal level. 

3. Seminars. The series of three seminars 
organized by Frank Flopkins' committee 
over the past few months proved to be quite 
successful. He is planning another series for 
the forthcoming year, and would welcome 
any suggestions on subject matter, speakers, 
etc.

4. Search Committee. A committee, chaired 
by Katy Voss and consisting otherwise of 
myself, Jim Lewis and Duck Martin, has 
been formed to deal with the vacancy which 
will be created by Snowden Carter's retire¬ 
ment, now scheduled for March, 1986. The 
Committee is attempting to determine the 
future needs and direction of the organiza¬ 
tion before beginning to contact specific indi¬ 
viduals with respect to a job.

Dick Brooks 
Seems To Be 
On His way

Dick Brooks thinks big. He plunged into 
the Thoroughbred business in 1982 and has 
been going full tilt ever since. In the last three 
years he's formed three limited partnerships 
in Thoroughbreds which are capitalized for a 
total of over $900,000 and is currently form¬ 
ing two more such partnerships. 

Also a member of the limited partnership 
which purchased Three Cousins Farm in De¬ 
cember 1983, Brooks leases the 100-acre es¬ 
tablishment from himself and other owners. 
Since taking over there a little over a year 
ago, he has worked to turn Three Cousins 
into a major full-service commercial Thor¬ 
oughbred operation. And in addition to run¬ 
ning the farm and supervising his limited 
partnerships and other individual partner¬ 
ships, Brooks also manages the two syndi¬ 
cated stallions who stand at Three Cousins: 
Blues Parade, whose first foals are now 2- 
year-olds, and Prince Street, another fresh¬ 
man sire, who moved to Three Cousins this 
year. 

Brooks, 35, has spread his energies and his 
resources thin, but his efforts have already 
begun to pay off—for himself and his clients. 
His first two limited partnerships have

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achieved exactly what Brooks had hoped 
they would, having produced the stakes- 
winning fillies Native Derby and Silver 
Design. 

Dick is a businessman, a horseman and— 
most of all—a salesman. The former Buick 
dealer is, in fact, a third generation salesman 
and takes pride in his heritage. He possesses 
an affable nature, a strong faith in his own 
judgment and an almost religious belief in 
his destiny to succeed. Those qualities made 
it possible for Dick to assemble his first part¬ 
nerships even though he lacked solid cre¬ 
dentials in the Thoroughbred industry. And 
now that he's come up with two stakes win¬ 
ners, Brooks has acquired credibility. 

Dick's fascination with racing is actually 
far from new. He grew up with horses. As a 
boy he was heavily influenced by his uncle. 
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David Brooks. Best known as one of Secre¬ 
tariat's original shareholders, Mr. Brooks 
still has extensive interests in valuable 
bloodstock—a fact which Dick points out in 
an almost reverential tone. "I used to love to 
listen to my uncle talk pedigrees with Laddie 
Dance," Brooks recalls. "I learned from them 
and began studying bloodlines on my own." 
Dick also spent several summers riding with 
Dr. John D. Gadd, picking up as much as he 
could from the veterinarian and from the 
oldtimers at Sagamore and other large 
farms. 

After he graduated from Northwood Insti¬ 
tute in Indiana, Dick and his wife Patty pur¬ 
chased an 80-acre farm in Indiana where 
they raised horses and cattle. They still own 
the farm but Dick eventually decided to re¬ 
turn to Baltimore and join his father, R.A. 
Brooks Sr., in running Brooks-Price Buick, a 
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Dick Brooks continued 

firm which Dick's grandfather, the late 
Daniel Brooks, had helped found. In 1979 
the father and son sold their interest in 
Brooks-Price, intending to buy a dealership 
in Indiana. Fortunately for Dick, the Indiana 
deal collapsed, as the automobile industry 
took an abrupt nosedive shortly thereafter. 

Dick, who started campaigning his first 
race horse—a stakes-placed filly named Sail¬ 
ing Annie ($28,390)—in 1980, finally decided 
to devote all of his energies to racing and 
breeding. "I've always favored buying 
horses in partnerships," says Brooks. 
"Otherwise, I could never afford the kind of 
horses I like." 

Brooks formed Charisma Group I limited 
partnership when he bought five fillies at the 
1982 Maryland Select Yearling sale for a total 
of $171,200. Included among that group was 


a Master Derby filly out of the Raise a Native 
mare Native Holly for which Brooks bid 
$82,000. "I bought fillies with good pedi¬ 
grees because they retain their value even if 
they don't make it on the track. And I operat¬ 
ed on the principle that if even one of them 
won stakes, she would make the whole part¬ 
nership worthwhile," Brooks explains. 

That formula hasn't worked for everyone 
who has tried it, but it seems to have clicked 
for Brooks. The $82,000 Master Derby filly 
turned out to be Native Derby. She took a 
while to come around but scored her first 
stakes win in the Prince Georges Stakes in 
December and has since boosted her earn¬ 
ings to $76,000. Brooks now values the 4- 
year-old at $150,000—three-quarters of the 
amount at which the entire partnership was 
originally capitalized.

3-year-old fillies owned by that partnership, 
she won the Dancealot Stakes on February 
16. By Silver Series and out of a full sister to 
Traffic Cop, Silver Design was sold as a 
weanling in 1982 for $16,000. Brooks subse¬ 
quently purchased her for only $10,200 at the 
1983 Fasig-Tipton Kentucky January Horses 
of All Ages sale. Seven months later Brooks 
consigned her to the 1983 Maryland Select 
Yearling sale. "I had live money at $44,000," 
he remembers, "but I bought her in because I 
was sure she was worth more." Most people 
would have taken the money and run but 
Brooks certainly appears right in retrospect. 
Silver Design is undefeated in her three 
starts, having already earned $29,310. 

Charisma Group III is a breeding partner¬ 
ship whose assets consist of five brood¬ 
mares, their offspring and three shares in 
Blues Parade. Brooks capitalized the venture 
at $550,000. Since none of those animals has 
yet been marketed, it's still too early to tell 
about the future of the partnership. Dick is 
now in the process of forming Charisma IV 
and V, respectively, racing and breeding 
ventures. 

Brooks chose the name "charisma" for his 
partnerships because he felt the term em¬ 


bodied the excitement which racing gener¬ 
ates. But the word also suits Brooks himself. 
He has an almost magnetic personality and, 
like a good politician, he thrives on personal 
contact. His success so far may be due as 
much to the force of his personality as to his 
judgment. 

Brooks's own ideas about how to do busi¬ 
ness were largely shaped by his grandfather 
Daniel Brooks—a man he clearly idolizes. 
"He was just an incredibly strong man and a 
good businessman," says Brooks. "For in¬ 
stance, because of scarcity during the war, it 
was common practice for dealers to take 
money under the table when they sold a car. 
My grandfather never would, but it paid off 
in the long run because his customers kept 
coming back for years." Dick hopes to build 
for himself that same kind of reputation in 
racing. 

He is, in fact, remarkably frank about his 
various partnerships, readily acknowledg¬ 
ing that such arrangements aren't for every¬ 
one. Most of his clients are very successful 
business people. As he sees it there are three 
reasons for inveshng in limited partner¬ 
ships. First, and foremost, for the chance of 
making a profit; second for tax advantages; 
and third for the pleasure of owning race 
horses. In general. Brooks points out, one 
shouldn't invest in a limited partnership un¬ 
less he is well off enough to require a tax 
shelter. But Dick also emphasizes the in¬ 
tangible benefits. "Our clients visit the farm 
any time they like. They bring their kids and 
a picnic lunch and stroll around like they 
own the place. And that's how I want them 
to feel." 

Dick and his wife Patty still live in Phoe¬ 
nix, but they and their sons Daniel, 10, and 
Jeremy, 8, spend most of their free time at 
Three Cousins in the Long Green Valley. 
"To tell you the truth," says Brooks, I'm not 
sure I'd still have the kind of family I do if I 
had stayed in the car business. Farm life has 
been good for us." 

Although Brooks gets commissions on all 
horses bought and sold by the partnerships, 
he notes that the general partners only get a 
management fee (10 per cent of the net prof¬ 
its) after the limited partners have recouped 
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Dick Brooks continued 

their initial investment. 'That way the gen¬ 
eral partners have a big incentive to earn 
money for the whole partnership." 

Dick's clients—some of whom are both 
general and limited partners—include Mi¬ 
chael Buck (of A.J. Buck and Sons), Robert 
Vogel (chairman of the EMC corporation), 
Brian Needle and Marvin Bernstein (both of 
Standard Carpet), Bob Caplan (owner of an 
executive employment agency), Joe Galiazzo 
(a supplier to Safeway Foods) and Paul and 
Doris Miller (the Millers also campaign un¬ 
der the name of Sirod Stable. Paul was form¬ 
erly chairman of Commercial Credit and 
Doris is a businesswoman.) 

Although Brooks is clearly the driving 
force behind Three Cousins and Charisma 
Stable, he's quick to acknowledge the im¬ 
portance of the farm's staff. "Everyone here 
knows his job and does it. We were espe¬ 
cially lucky to get Charlie Lewis last year. He 
supervises our entire training operation. 
He's got about a dozen horses at Laurel now 
and another 10 or so at Pimlico with J.B. 
Secor. And he makes it out to the farm three 
days a week to check on the progress of our 
2-year-olds. Dave Wade, who studied under 
Norman Luba at the University of Maryland, 
is our farm manager, Mamie Carter is his 
assistant and my wife Patty, who's working 


on her computer science degree, keeps the 
books. 

"Of course, we bought the farm from Jim 
Lewis," says Brooks, "but years ago it be¬ 
longed to the Horkheimers. In those days 
Three Cousins was one of the major training 
centers in the state. The outdoor track is ter¬ 
rific and there was also an indoor track for 
winter training. That burned down a long 
time ago (1946) but I'm planning to start 
work on a 50-stall training barn with an en¬ 
closed track this year. I'd like to see Three 
Cousins regain its old status. That's why I 
revived the name." 

Asked if the pressure of having so many 
irons in the fire at once ever bothers him. 
Brooks replied with a shrug. "It's not all that 
different from having 20 cars on the floor and 
paying 18 per cent interest on each of them. 
And besides," he continued with a smile, 
"it's like it says in the Bible. 'You can't make 
money with an empty stable.' " 

"It says that in the Bible?" someone asked 
in surprise. 

"Sure does," he affirmed. "In Proverbs, I 
think." 

Not many people quote scripture to ex¬ 
plain their business philosophy, but for Dick 
Brooks—the quintessential salesman—the 
turn of phrase comes naturally. □

Husband and Wife Make 
Career in Young Horses

From time to time the Maryland Horse features articles 
on local people zoho have started from scratch and built up 
a successful busitiess with horses. 


Jim and Sue Hoff still have a few improve¬ 
ments to make on their six-acre training cen¬ 
ter near Westminster (Md.). They want a 
starting gate, and they plan to level off the 
land near their bam and put in a shedrow. 
But they are no longer seeking to expand 
their business. 

"We broke 40 yearlings last year. If we 
took in any more, we'd have to hire some¬ 
body to help us," explains Mrs. Hoff. "We 
like being able to do it all ourselves." 

Like the proprietors of an old-time Ma and 
Pa grocery store, the Hoffs keep shop day 
and night. And pride themselves on the in¬ 
dividualized service they offer their cus¬ 
tomers. 

Breaking yearlings is their stock in trade. 
(They were responsible for the breaking of 
recent Maryland-bred stakes horses Any 
Spray and Joyfull John.) But the Hoffs also 
do a fair amount of business in "re-breaks" 
(young horses which were not broken prop¬ 
erly the first time around), leg-ups and turn¬ 
outs. On occasion, they have even handled a 
few foaling mares. 

The Hoffs started out almost six years go 
with nothing more than the land upon which 
their farm is built, according to Sue. "Jim¬ 
my's parents gave us the six acres. We start¬ 
ed from scratch and put in something new 
every year," she said, pointing to their 11- 
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stall bam, modem Keystone house, fences, 
paddock and mn-in sheds. They named 
their place Bit "O" Luc'. But they might just 
as well have called it Lot o' Hard Work. 

Tall, lanky and pleasantly reserved, 39- 
year-old Jim Hoff has been working most of 
his life. He grew up on a 300-acre farm along 
with six brothers and four sisters. (You can 
stand on the hillside next to the Hoffs' bam 
and see the house where Jim was raised.) 
The day of his high school graduation, in 
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1963, he went to work for his brothers' saw¬ 
mill—Hoff Brothers Lumber—in Westmins¬ 
ter. And to this day he holds the same job, 
hauling sawdust by truck to nearby horse 
and cattle farms. 

In the late afternoon and evening, Mr. 
Hoff returns to work on his own farm, taking 
care of all the actual breaking and galloping 
himself. 

Jim has been moonlighting as an exercise 
boy since 1972-73. "My brother Norman 
used to gallop for various farms," he relates. 
"And that's how I got into it. He got hurt, 
and suggested me to take his place." Nor¬ 
man Hoff is now a blacksmith and trainer. 

Sue, daughter of a Frederick county farmer, is 
shown opposite.

Sue Hoff, 34, is an energetic, outgoing 
counterpart to her husband. A native of 
Frederick county, where her father was also 
a farmer, she says she got her first pony 
around the time she learned to walk. She 
and Jim met at a horse show, and married 15 
years ago. 

Soon after their marriage. Sue and Jim be¬ 
gan training race horses for her father— 
George Grossnickle—and other clients. "I 
took out a trainer's license. We trained them 
and ran them off our farm (the Hoffs then 
had a small place in Union Bridge), and we 
did pretty well," says Sue. 

Between their training activities and Jim's 
free-lance exercise jobs, life was hectic for 
the Hoffs in the mid-1970s. And their son, 
George, who had been bom in 1972, was 
needing more of their time. In about 1976, 
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Husband and Wife continued 

they gave up training and Sue got a job on 
John A. Manfuso St.'s Osufnam Farm as an 
all-around office worker, groom and night- 
watchman. She remained at Osufnam until 
two years ago, when the demands of the 
Hoffs' own farm grew enough to keep her 
busy full time. When Jim is up on a horse. 
Sue is almost always near his side—pony¬ 
ing, helping to school, or taking in observa¬ 
tions. 

"We keep busy here now all year long," 
says Sue. "From yearlings in the fall, to late 
2-year-olds and spring leg-ups . . . We've 
never had to advertise. All of our business 
has come from word of mouth." 

The Hoffs credit the late Frank Gall, man¬ 
ager of O'Sullivan Farms in Charles Town, 
W.Va., with "really getting them started." 
Three years ago they received quite a boost 
when Mr. Manfuso began sending some 
horses there. Other clients have included 
Nathan Scherr, Mrs. J.B. Morrison, Randy 
Funkhouser (current manager of O'Sullivan 
Farms), and trainers Bemie Bond and 
Toughy Hacker. 

Asked about the two stakes horses which 
have come through their training center, Jim 
described Any Spray as a "nice quiet filly" 
who gave no indication of being as good as 
she was. (Any Spray was the winner, in 
1984, of the $50,000 Rumson Handicap at 
Monmouth and the $50,000 Geisha Hand¬ 
icap at Pimlico.) Joy full John, whose achieve¬ 
ments include seconds in the 1984 $100,000 
Maryland Juvenile Championship and the 
1985 $75,000 General George Stakes, was a 
far more memorable character. Nicknamed 
"Giraffe" due to his large size and general 
awkwardness, Joyfull John was "so quiet 
you had to kick him to make him go. In the 
paddock, you could hardly make him go, but 
out in the field it was a different story. The 
farther he went out there, the better he got; 
he loved to gallop. I really liked him. You 
could tell he was the best of the bunch. I 
broke his full sister last fall, and she was 
exactly like him." 

In lieu of a standard-type training track, 
Jim and Sue gallop horses around the perim¬ 
eter of their upper field. They have a path 


covered with stone dust and a washed sand 
base. This path is harrowed by tractor every 
day. 

"Six turns around the field is a little better 
than a mile," says Jim, as he and Sue de¬ 
scribe their methods of breaking. 

"The first week is mostly spent getting 
them used to us," explains Sue. "It's impor¬ 
tant to get their confidence in you built up. 
We don't let our young horses buck; bucking 
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Husband and Wife continued 


is a bad habit. Jim teaches the horse com¬ 
mands by walking along beside him and 
guiding, instead of driving. By 10 days to 
two weeks, he'll be up on the horse's back 
and riding around in the paddock. Within 30 
days he'll be turning out on the track for a 
gallop. Most horses don't stay longer than 45 
days, and they're galloping a good mile 
when they leave here. I spend a lot of time 
with them on the pony, too. Sometimes 
we're actually ponying, and other times we 
use the pony to pick up and gallop with the 
young horse. By the hme we're finished, the 
young horse has had so much schooling with 
the pony that he doesn't have any trouble 
galloping with other horses." 

The Hoffs charge $14 a day for breaking, a 
fee that is made possible "only because we 
do it ourselves." 

Hoffs' only broodmare is ’^Allegation II (shown 
with pony) who is the granddam of Lord Lister.

Proud of their accomplishments over the 
last six years. Sue Hoff expresses only one 
regret. "I wish my father had been here to 
see this place open. He was only 41 when he 
died of cancer. He loved horses. He would 
have been so happy to see all this." □

$20,000 Yearling Show 
Prize Money Awarded 
To Four Participants

Sarah Jane Kousouris, part-owner of 
a fast food carryout shop on York road in 
Lutherville, has won a $13,000 cash 
award from the Maryland Fund pro¬ 
gram, based on the achievements of the 
filly For You and Me, which she exhibit¬ 
ed in the 1983 Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association yearling show at Timonium. 

Conditions of the show provided a to¬ 
tal of $20,000 in prospective awards. Six¬ 
ty-five per cent of the total was ear¬ 
marked toward the owner of the yearling 
which earned the greatest amount of 
money racing as a 2-year-old in North 
America the following year. Twenty per 
cent was to go to the second greatest 
money earner; 10 per cent to third and 5 
per cent to fourth. 

For You and Me, by For Love and 
Glory out of Fine Flair, bred by Mrs. 


Kousouris and now owned by Meeting 
House Farm, had earnings of $18,490 in 
1984. 

Second place award goes to Carey K. 
Miller, owner/exhibitor of a colt named 
Patriot's Gold, by Medaille d'Or out of 
Goodby Sugar. Patriot's Gold earned 
$15,044 in 1984. Mrs. Miller will receive 
$4,000. 

Mrs. Janon Fisher III was third with 
her filly Moonsheen, by Eager Native 
out of Color Girl. With earnings of 
$13,815 in 1984, Moonsheen secured a 
$2,000 award for Mrs. Fisher. 

Fourth was Double M. Stable, which 
exhibited a colt named Double Lea Fast, 
by Trimlea out of Brave and Fast. 

Checks will be presented at the 
MHBA's annual awards dinner to be 
held at the Green Spring Inn on May 20. 


Almost two full years had elapsed since 
the 1983 Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion yearling show, and Jane Kousouris had 
"forgotten we'd even been there," when she 
was informed of her $13,000 award. "It came 
from out of nowhere—a real windfall," she 
commented. 

Jane Kousouris and her husband Lou own 
and manage the Pebbles' pizza and sub car¬ 
ryout shop on York road a few miles south of 
Timonium race track. (The horses are in Mrs. 


Kousouris's name and race under the name 
of Pinner Stable, but are actually owned 
jointly by the couple.) They have cam¬ 
paigned a total of eight race horses over the 
past 13 years. And the filly which brought 
them the award is the first horse they had 
ever bred. 

The Kousourises purchased Fine Flair— 
dam of For You and Me—in the 1981 Mary¬ 
land Winter Mixed sale for $8,700. Included 
in the purchase was a suckling filly by Mr. 
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Brogann, which was later named Sarah Ash¬ 
way, atter Mrs. Kousouris's grandmother. 
Sarah Ash way earned $25,790 through 1984, 
racing primarily for Mr. Kousouris's brother, 
Peter Kousouris. 

The Kousourises bred Fine Flair back to 
For Love and Glory, and she produced the 
filly For You and Me the following spring. 

For You and Me broke her maiden at Ti- 
monium on August 25 and won two races at 
Laurel for the Kousourises. On November 23 
at Laurel she was claimed from them by 
Meeting House Farm for $16,000. She had 
earned $11,630 for them before she was 
claimed. 

In Meeting House Farm colors. For You 
and Me has started seven times and won 
three races, including the $35,000 Martinetta 
Stakes at Laurel on March 3, in which she 


defeated Fleet Regatta, Apalgaffey and 
Something. 1 his winter For You and Me has 
also had close seconds in the Politely and 
Dancealot Stakes. 

"I wish I had known how good she was; 
I'd never have let her run for $16,000," said 
Mr. Kousouris. 

Their horse operation may be small, but 
Lou and Jane, both 37, are no novices to 
racing. An avid racing fan for most of his life, 
Lou introduced Jane to the sport soon after 
they met as students at the University of 
Maryland. "We went to the track quite often 
while we were dating," he remarked. Lou's 
family was "always in the food business"— 
his father had a wholesale produce company 
in Baltimore and his uncle Charlie founded 
the Pebbles' chain—and playing horses was 
a family avocation.

Jane had grown up in Lutherville, the 
daughter of an architect and a secretary, and 
knew nothing about horse racing until she 
met Lou. But she was quick to share his 
interest. 

The year they were married, in 1971, the 
Kousourises got their first race horse: a year¬ 
ling colt by Big Pete which they bought for 
$2,500 at the Maryland fall yearling sale. 
They named the colt Panagiotis (Peter, in 
Greek, after Lou's father). "The race trackers 
really had fun trying to pronounce that one," 
remarked Jane. Panagiotis won one race and 
earned $4,120 for them before dropping 
dead in his stall from a cerebral hemorrhage. 

It was 1979 before Jane and Lou tried their 
luck on another horse. In a private purchase 
they acquired a 2-year-oId filly by Rash 
Prince out of Mighty Broke, which they 
named Lou's Sarah. The filly won two races 
and earned $8,654 before being claimed for 
$8,000 at Timonium. And soon Lou and Jane 
claimed two horses: Ughy Wa Wa and Curi¬ 
ous Butler. These were followed by a year¬ 
ling purchase. My Man Milton, which won a 
race for them at Charles Town, and Olym¬ 
pian Knight, which they claimed at Timon¬ 
ium in 1980 and won with two months later 
at Bowie. 

Seven of the Kousourises' eight starters 
ended up winning for them, Ughy Wa Wa 
being their only non-winner. 

Currently Jane and Lou own an unraced 
2-year-old named Lutherville and a yearling 
named Winforandy, both full brothers to For 
You and Me. They also have Fine Flair, who 
is due to drop another For Love and Glory 
foal in May. "We bought a share in For Love 
and Glory around the time we got our 
mare," explained Mrs. Kousouris. "And we 
like him a lot, even though our trainer— 
Charlie Lewis—^keeps telling us we 
shouldn't put all our eggs in one basket." For 
You and Me was from the first crop of For 
Love and Glory's foals to race, and she was 
the first to break her maiden as well as the 
first stakes winner. 

Most of the time the Kousourises follow 
their trainer's advice implicitly, added Lou. 
"Charlie Lewis has been our mentor all 
along. He pretty much tells us what he's 
going to do, and then does it. We depend on 
him and he takes a good interest in us." 
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For You and Me defeats Fleet Regatta and Apal- 
gaffey in $37,450 Martinetta Stakes at Laurel. 


The Kousourises' horses which are not in 
training are boarded either at Shamrock 
Farm or Charisma Stable. 

Pointing to the winner's circle pictures lin¬ 
ing the wall behind his pizza counter, Lou 
said he remembers the wins more than the 
money. "I really enjoy that feeling when 
they cross the wire; I like hanging those pic¬ 
tures." 

Lou Kousouris started working for his un¬ 
cle in the Lutherville carryout about 15 years 
ago, and about eight years ago Jane gave up a 
career in real estate to join him in buying the 
business. It isn't always easy for them to 
spend time away from their shop, which is 
open seven days a week, but it is becoming 
easier, according to Jane and Lou. "We're a 
lot more experienced in running the busi¬ 
ness, and some of our help has been with us 
a long time, so we don't have to put in quite 
as long hours as we used to. We have more 
time for horses, now," said Jane. "And we 
really do enjoy going to the track. We've 
never missed a Preakness; we have box seats 
and we take friends with us every year. 
We've been to tracks all over, from Florida to 
Saratoga." 

The Kousourises said they have no special 
plans for their $13,000 check from the Mary¬ 
land Fund. "We recently bought a house in 
Lutherville, and we'll probably use it on 
things for the house. There are always a lot of 
things you want to do when you get a new 
home." □

Candle Star, dam of Eclipse champion 
sprinter Star de Naskra and one of Mary¬ 
land's most prolific broodmares, gave birth 
to her first foal in four years on February 15. 

The chestnut colt was foaled at Dr. John 
Hayes' Recuperation Farm in Upper Marl¬ 
boro. He is by Friend's Choice, the sire of 
Dave's Friend, Maryland Horse of the Year 
in 1980 and the only sprinter to earn over $1 
million. 

"The parents produced the two best 
sprinters of their time," Dr. Hayes said, "and 
they are both from Southern Maryland." 

Birth of the colt is noteworthy because of 
the parents, but it is even more so because 
veterinarians had said that Candle Star, now 
18, had "a less than 10 per cent chance" of 
ever conceiving and carrying a foal full term. 

The foal is the result of the perseverance 
and diligence of three Maryland horsemen— 
Carlyle (Jiggs) Lancaster, the mare's owner; 
Bob Beall, owner of Friend's Choice and the 
man who personally handled events in the 
breeding shed; and Dr. Hayes. 

"We're just a couple of old tobacco farm¬ 
ers, not fancy Kentucky vets," Beall quip¬ 
ped, referring to himself and Lancaster. 

In consecutive years, 1981 and 1982, Can¬ 
dle Star came up barren to Lyphard, one of 
the world's top stallions, and in 1983 to Ex- 
celler. She had earned a reputation as an 
habitual aborter, a mare who would conceive 
but slip her foal, incurring early embryo loss 
from 15 to 50 days. 

"I didn't have any luck with her in Ken¬ 
tucky," Lancaster said. "So I brought her 
home to see what we could do with her here. 
I decided to give her every edge by having 
everything take place as close to home as 
possible." 

Lancaster owns a small, well-appointed 
30-acre farm called Horse Pen Hill, about 
two miles from Bowie race course. 

"I picked Friend's Choice because Bob 
Beall's farm is only a half-hour away," Lan¬ 
caster said. "We both have the same vet. Dr. 
Hayes, and besides. I've always admired 
Friend's Choice." 

After going over several gloomy vet's re¬ 
ports, Hayes said: "We just decided to start 
from base zero. We decided we'd treat her as 
if she had a chronic infection, then breed her. 
We didn't do a biopsy or anything like that. 


We decided to just proceed in a practical 
way, to do it Maryland style." 

After being treated, the mare went to 
Beall's farm where she had one long heat 
cycle in late February and March. 

"1 bred her maybe 18 to 20 times during 
that heat period," Beall said. "That's how 
many times she took the stallion. And I gave 
Jiggs the breeding chart to prove it. We 
didn't miss too many shots to get her preg¬ 
nant. You can palpate these mares to death, 
but I've never heard of a mare that got preg¬ 
nant without the semen being in there. 

"Fortunately, I don't breed Friend's Choice 
to that many mares any more. I limit his book 
and only breed mares for my friends. I've 
probably known Jiggs for over 30 years. Can¬ 


dle Star was just about the only mare being 
bred to Friend's Choice at that time. He cov¬ 
ered her once a day. Not many farms can do 
this sort of thing, but I think it's the closest 
thing to pasture breeding or breeding natur¬ 
ally that you can get. 

"Candle Star is by far the best mare ever 
bred to my horse. There are not too many 
Eclipse award winner-producing mares in 
Southern Maryland. Jim Ryan does have one 
in Carroll county, but we consider that up 
North. 

Once Candle Star was checked in foal at 21 
days Hayes started giving her an oral pro¬ 
gesterone called Regumate at 30 days. "The 
trade name is Regumate, but the generic 
name is altenogest," Dr. Hayes said. "It is a 
synthetic progesterone and has been used 
widely in Europe. It's just now being mar¬ 
keted here. If I had to give the credit to any-

thing about keeping this mare in foal it 
would be the Regumate. She got the equiva¬ 
lent of 10 cc's every day in her feed up until 
two weeks before she foaled. It is recom¬ 
mended for use for 180 days, but after 180 
days I thought, what the heck, why not keep 
giving it to her? I kept checking her every 
month to 45 days to make sure she was still in 
foal. She had a normal pregnancy in every 
way, was never sick. We just did things 
normally." 

Dr. Hayes is being recognized as a repro¬ 
duction specialist in Southern Maryland. 
"My biggest clients are Bob Beall, King 
Leatherbury and Hal Clagett," he said. "We 
have also started foaling a lot of mares at our 
farm. This year we will foal 60 mares, includ¬ 
ing all 22 of King Leatherbury's foaling 


Dance Bid. Enchanting Star, who was sec¬ 
ond in the All Brandy Handicap and earned 
S45,911, is carrying her first foal, by Arctic 
Tern. 

Gallant Juliet has already produced a colt 
by Euclid (Ire) this year and is going back to 
Oh Say. Her first foal is a 2-year-old by Sas¬ 
safras (Fr) named Upper Bay and she has a 
yearling by French Colonial. 

As for Candle Star, she is booked to Dep¬ 
uty Minister. 

Her best son. Star de Naskra, is starting to 
make a name for himself as a sire. As a race¬ 
horse, he was champion sprinter of 1979 af¬ 
ter beating Alydar in the Carter Handicap, 
also winning the Whitney and Bold Ruler 
Stakes. He earned $587,391 in three years of 


mares. 1 just got tired ot people calling me at 
2 a.m. and telling me about a problem. I said, 
'Just send her over here to foal.' That's how it 
started. My wife Terry lives and sleeps with 
these mares. Since we have been doing it, we 
have never lost a foal, and it has grown into a 
large part of our practice." 

Lancaster now has more horses than he 
has ever before owned. In addition to Candle 
Star, the rest of his four-mare broodmare 
band are all related to her. 

"I have two of her daughters (Lively Star 
and Enchanting Star), both stakes-placed, 
and Gallant Juliet, a Gallant Romeo mare I 
bought privately from Ben Cohen. She is out 
of Bacasiwo, Candle Star's half-sister," Lan¬ 
caster said. 

Lively Star, who placed in the Debby's 
Turn Stakes and earned $70,839, is currently 
in foal to Assert. Her first foal is a yearling by 


racing. "His fee at Pillar Stud in Kentucky is 
listed as private contract," Lancaster said, 
"but the seasons go for $35,000 live foal. Last 
year he was bred to 58 mares. He is a very 
popular horse. So far, he has had six stakes 
winners in two crops to race. The best, of 
course, is Carr de Naskra, who won the 
Travers Stakes last summer. 

It is an understatement to say Candle Star 
has been good to Jiggs Lancaster. "And I 
intend to be good to her," he said. "I thought 
I owed it to her to keep trying to get her in 
foal. I was advised to sell or retire her and 
forget about her. But this just goes to show 
you you can't give up in this business. The 
people that make it are the ones that stay in it 
through thick and thin. 

"The eerie thing about this Friend's 
Choice colt is that he was bom February 15. 
That's the same day Star de Naskra was 
bom—Febmary 15,1975." □ 













John and Snowie (the former Frances 
Snowden Hill) Myers have 60 acres and a 
wonderfully classic Victorian manor house, 
c. 1870, called Bowling Heights in Upper 
Marlboro. Between the two of them, they 
also have five children: Snowie's two boys— 
Hill Parker, 14, and Stuart Parker, 11—plus 
John's three offspring—David Myers, 26, Bill 
Myers, 24, and Grace Myers, 21. When the 
time comes to race, hunt or pony club one of 
the 15 or so horses on the farm, the whole 
family gets involved. 


For the senior member of the clan, horses 
have always been a major part of John 
Myers' life. He was born on a farm in College 
Park and has been in the race track hay, feed 
and straw business for more than 20 years. 
"Dad raised work horses, riding horses, just 
livestock in general. We had everything," 
says John. "My grandfather even raced trot¬ 
ters for a while. By 13, I was doing all the 
riding for Dad. I remember that during 
World War II, we couldn't get gas so I would 
deliver the horses by riding them wherever 
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they needed to go. Dad paid me $5 apiece 
and that was a lot of money then." 

Snowie Myers, too, is "Southern Mary¬ 
land bom and bred," as she phrases it. Bowl¬ 
ing Heights was built by her great-uncle and 
Snowie's father was born at Bleak Hill in the 
house built by his great-grandfather, just 
across from Bowling Heights on what is now 
the Old Crain Highway. 

Snowie, however, was raised in Chevy 
Chase. "But I was a city girl who couldn't

wait to get back to the country. I took my first 
pony ride at 7 and that was all I ever want¬ 
ed." She spent her teenage years riding 
show horses, then took up foxhunting and 
later developed her own pack of Penn-Mary- 
del foxhounds. 

Following their parents' interests, all five 
of the children in this collective family have 
grown up in the traditional "horsey" man¬ 
ner: foxhunting with the Marlborough Hunt 
Club, pony clubbing and ultimately getting 
into point-to-point racing. 

David Myers, who plans to be married in 
April, is now a partner in his father's feed 
business. Billy also works in the business 
and daughter Grace is a senior at the Uni¬ 
versity of Delaware. Both David and Billy 
rode steeplechase races as teenagers while 
Grace was more involved in the Marlbor¬ 
ough Pony Club where John served a term as 
District Commissioner. (Snowie is presently 
doing a stint as the pony club D.C.) 

Hill and Stuart Parker are just beginning 
their careers with junior and pony races. In

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"Hill has now gotten his C-2 rating in 
pony club," says Snowie. "He's totally dedi¬ 
cated. Stuart hasn't quite made that kind of 
commitment yet so we'll have to see about 
him." 

Over the years, John Myers has developed 
a couple of very nice timber horses, despite 
his insistence that "there haven't been many 
good ones and I still have an awful lot to 
learn." 

The first horse that comes to Myers' mind 
is a Thoroughbred mare named Sure Star. 
"We called her Rosie and she couldn't have

1984, Hill raced eight times in junior races on 
the flat and won all but his first start. Stuart 
rode twice in pony races and captured two 
seconds. 

"Billy and David got interested in other 
things at college age," laughs their father, 
"and they are also big boys and really have to 
work to make the weights. But I see inclina¬ 
tions in both of them toward getting back to 
it. They have the right instincts and I think 
they will at least start foxhunting now, espe¬ 
cially David, who is a little bit of a hound 
man." 

























weighed more than 700 pounds," John re¬ 
members. "She was the tiniest, most ner¬ 
vous little thing and the damnedest horse to 
ride . . . more cat than horse. She was bred by 
Gordy Keys and I bought her for $275 and 
turned her over to David, who was 11 then. 

"He foxhunted her and then we took her 
to Goshen for Debby Tucker, who was work¬ 
ing for me at the time, to ride in the ladies' 
race. Debby miscalculated where the finish 
line was but she and Rosie were so far ahead 
of the others that they circled back and still 
won the race. We sold the mare right that 



day for $500 and the new owner won a lot of 
ladies' point-to-points on her. Rosie wasn't 
anything to write home about but 650 
pounds of her was heart." 

Young David won that day too on another 
game mare who went on to become the foun¬ 
dation for the Myerses' steeplechase stable. 
"Because the race committee at Goshen had 
neglected to include an age condition in the 
timber race, David rode Donna Donovan in 
her first race," states Myers. "She was only 5 
years old and she beat Charlie Fenwick on 
some nice stakes winner." 

Donna Donovan finished up that 1974 sea¬ 
son with a third at Andrews Bridge and a 
victory at Elkridge-Harford. Not a bad be¬ 
ginning for a mare who couldn't be regis¬ 
tered with The Jockey Club. 

Donna Donovan was, however, a Thor¬ 
oughbred. It was simply a snafu in paper¬ 
work that barred her from race track compe¬ 
tition. She was out of Pango, a mare whom 
trainer Bill Donovan campaigned at Charles 
Town and later used as a broodmare. But 
when Pango produced her fifth and final foal 
(by ’‘^Beddard), Donovan's mother (who 
handled the Donovan paperwork) was ill 
and consequently neglected to register the 
filly with The Jockey Club. Donovan put the 
filly in training before he found out that she 
was too old to be registered and consequent¬ 
ly was to him virtually worthless. 

"I traded the mare for a feed bill. She was a 
good-looking filly so I named her after Bill 
Donovan's wife, Donna. The name seemed 
to fit," Myers grins. 

As a 6-year-old, Donna Donovan won at 
Strawberry Hill by 15 lengths with David in 
the saddle and had a fourth at Radnor, but 
she also fell in the Maryland Grand Nahonal 
(with Benjie Griswold riding) and at the last 
fence of the Virginia Gold Cup in a race 
where only one horse. Chapel Street, fin¬ 
ished. 

"I really didn't know what I was doing," 
John exclaims in an exasperated tone of 
voice. "I made a mistake to begin with by 
starting her at Howard County. The fences

were too much straight up and down. It 
scared her. Then the Gold Cup . . . she just 
shouldn't have been running four miles at 
her age." 

In 1976, the big bay mare ran again at 
Howard County, her only start that year, 
and came home a winner. "But she was hurt¬ 
ing a little, getting an ankle," says John. "We 
decided to breed her and make a foxhunter 
out of her. She was extremely keen in the 
hunt field, as you might expect. When I 
whipped off her, she had no patience with 
waiting. But she was wonderful to hunt. 
When hounds were going, she was gone, 
too." 

In 1984, two of Donna's foals, Elmo's 
Choice and Mean and Medium (both by 
Friend's Choice), were winners for Snowie's 
son. Hill, in junior races on the flat. Then 
Jeremy Gillam rode Elmo's Choice over hur¬ 
dles and notched a victory at Oatlands. 


"Elmo's Choice is a 5-year-old this year 
and 1 think we may try him over timber, 
starting, I imagine, at Casanova," relates 
John. "Mean and Medium is only 4, so he'll 
go over hurdles, most likely with Jeremy or 
Barry Wiseman riding." 

The second good horse that Myers devel¬ 
oped in the last ten years was also a family 
project. "Well, after David had had Donna 
Donovan, I had to find Billy a good horse," 
remembers John. "I had seen Frost Time 
around the track where he had run three 
times as a 2-year-old but then had trouble 
with his knee. I wouldn't have bought him 
because he was too expensive. They wanted 
$3,000 and that's a lot when my top price up 
to then had been $275. But Billy had some 
money he had made from selling a foal from 
his old mare so we got the horse, rested him 
for a while and then started hunting him." 

The big good-looking dark brown gelding 
by Jig Time out of Frosty Lady had been bred

in Virginia by Mr. and Mrs. H. Austin Kaye. 

John Myers started Frost Time over timber 
as a 4-year-old and won the first time out at 
Casanova. In 1977, he moved the horse up in 
class, winning at Strawberry Hill, placing 
second at Radnor and fourth at Fair Hill. In 
1978, Frost Time again won at Strawberry 
Hill to retire the trophy for the Myers family, 
and then placed second at Foxfield. The next 
year, Billy Myers rode Frost Time in the 
Grand National and finished second to 
Charlie Fenwick on Dosdi. The pair then 
dropped to fifth in the Middleburg Hunt 
Cup and fourth in the Virginia Gold Cup. 

'The problem was," says John Myers in 
true patriarchal tones, "Billy was riding ten 
pounds overweight. He was in his freshman 
year in college and he was enjoying it too 
much." 

Charlie Fenwick then took over the jockey 
chores and rode Frost Time to victory in the 



Iroquois timber race in Tennessee. Buzzy 
Hannum was called upon to do the honors 
two weeks later at Hardscuffle in Kentucky 
when Frost Time finished second to Fenwick 
on his mother's horse, Dosdi. 

"Frost Time's best year was 1980," accord¬ 
ing to John Myers. Running 11 times, with a 
wide variety of jockeys on his back, the bay 
gelding had two seconds, four thirds and 
two victories: both Iroquois and Hardscuffle 
this time. 

"That Kentucky race was the best timber 
race I've ever seen in my life. Randy Water¬ 
man was on Champerty and Charlie Fen¬ 
wick on Frosty. Fifty yards from the finish 
line, coming down along the river, those two 
horses were flat out, going stride for stride, 
nose for nose. Frosty won by just that 
much," John Myers measures an inch with 
his thumb and index finger. "Those two 
jockeys were so exhausted, we had to carry 
both of them off the horses." 

In 1981, Frost Time was third at Foxfield, 
but had a bad time in the Virginia Gold Cup 
and didn't finish. "He was a fantastic horse, 
but it was time to retire him," says John. 
"Billy started foxhunting him and then I took 
over." 

"Frosty is Mr. Personality," adds Snowie. 
"He loves to drink beer out of a bottle and to 
eat sandwiches. Billy could do anything with 
him." 

(Today, Frost Time carries former-MFH 
Redmond Stewart in the Green Spring hunt 
field.) 

As for the 1985 steeplechase season, John 
Myers observes, "Although we don't think 
we have a Donna Donovan or a Frost Time 
right now, you never know. We have a 
bunch of young horses to start so we'II just 
see what happens." 

In addition to Elmo's Choice and Mean 
and Medium, there are two 4-year-olds— 
Marlborough Maid, a filly hunted this sea¬ 
son by Jeremy Gillam, and Rough Lad, a

black gelding by Sensatoll. Both will run 
over hurdles and on the flat at the point-to- 
points. For junior and pair races, the 
Myerses will send out Let's Co and Berkeley 
Reel. 

"Hill and Snowie can alternate on those 
two youngsters," states the family trainer 
with a twinkle. "Green horses will need 
'conservative riding.' Is that a diplomatic 
way to put it?" 

"What he really means," smiles Snowie, 
"is that he thought he'd marry me when he 
realized I was light enough to school the 
young horses." 

"We're actually in somewhat of a transi¬ 
tion phase at the farm right now," continues 
John. "With the boys taking over the busi¬ 
ness, we will begin to buy what we like and I 
will have more time to fool with the young¬ 
sters . . . both horses and people. As long as I 
have youngsters who want to foxhunt and 
race. I'm going to do it." 

"We really ARE a family thing," says 
Snowie. "We all love horses, hounds and 
foxhunting and the racing is the next natural 


step. We're all involved. I have the expertise 
to hot walk the horses," she laughs, "John 
knows enough to get us to the point-to- 
points, and the boys can ride. We're really 
amateurs, but we love what we're doing." 

"We're triili/ a team effort. I could never do 
what we do without Snowie," emphasizes 
John. "She's much more sensitive than I am 
to the needs of the horses and how they are 
feeling. And ... we do have a lot of fun!" □

Fair Hill training center 

An agreement in principle for the sale of 
the Fair Hill Training Center to the Fasig- 
Tipton Company has been reached, accord¬ 
ing to John Finney, Fasig-Tipton's president. 

While noting that ''an unreasonable stance 
by any of several interested parties could kill 
the deal," Finney added that everyone has to 
this point been fully cooperative and that the 
transfer of stock should occur within the next 
two months. 

The center opened in October, 1983, under 
the ownership and management of the Fair 
Hill Corporation of which Dr. John R.S. 
Fisher is president. Other officers announ¬ 
ced at that time were Thomas H. Fooks V as 
chief executive officer and Linda A. Spear, 
M.B.A., as vice-president. 

The 500-acre tract on which the center is 
built is leased to the corporation by the State 
of Maryland. At the time of its opening. Dr. 
Fisher said complerion date would be in 1985 
at a total cost of $18 million. 

Plans at that time called for 50 barns with a 
total horse population of 1,300. Price of its 
"standard" 24-stall bam was set at $450,000. 

So far, only five bams have been con¬ 
structed, and the corporahon acknowledges 
that it has been plagued by financial prob¬ 
lems. Three additional bams have been con¬ 
tracted for and the Dormit wood chip train¬ 
ing track is fully functional, however. 

"We have heretofore not been principals 
in the Fair Hill operahon, but we became 
marketing agents at the outset because of our 


absolute confidence in the Fair Hill concept," 
Finney said. 

"Our analyses show convincingly that to 
be economically viable the training center 
must have a stall base of at least 400 units. 
We intend, assuming all goes well with the 
negotiations, to commit $2 million immedi¬ 
ately to completion of the mile dirt track and 
construction of at least 280 additional stalls, 
assuring condominium break-even by next 
fall. 

"Success at Fair Hill is 100 per cent depen¬ 
dent on increasing the horse population to a 
level at which the facility operates profitably, 
independent of bam sales. Under our reor¬ 
ganization plan we can operate indefinitely 
into the future without additional capital and 
without selling even one more barn," de¬ 
clared Finney. 

"We know that the Fair Hill training con¬ 
cept works, from the success of the limited 
number of horses trained here in the past 18 
months." 

Horse shot and killed 

A 13-year-old Thoroughbred riding horse 
owned by Mike and Alice Reid was shot and 
killed while grazing in a pasture at the Reids' 
Charles Run Farm in Monkton on February 
21. A reward for information leading to the 
arrest and conviction of the gunman is being 
offered by the owners. 

Mrs. Reid said that the horse. Snowy 
Dawn, was in a field with two broodmares. 
Neither of the mares was wounded. 

"When I went to feed them on the morn¬ 
ing of Febmary 21,1 found Snowy lying dead 
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near the fence/' says Mrs. Reid. "He had 
been shot at point blank range with what 
police describe as double ought buckshot. 
One of my neighbors says she heard a gun go 
off about 10 o'clock the previous night." 

Mrs. Reid had owned Snowy for two and a 
half years and used him only to ride. "From 
the standpoint of value," she adds, "he was 
probably the least valuable of the three hor¬ 
ses in the field. But from a sentimental stand¬ 
point, he was the best." 

Pimlico's senior citizen program 

Senior citizens are being admitted at half 
price for 71 of the 72 days of racing at Pimlico. 

"Senior citizen day was on Tuesdays at 
Bowie and is on Tuesday and Thursday at 
Laurel, but it will be every day but Preakness 
Day (May 18) at Pimlico," said Bill Ramsey, 
director of operations. 

"The senior citizens just purchase a dis¬ 
count book for $15 and this entitles them to 
ten admissions at half price." 

The senior citizen books are good for any 
day except Preakness Day during the 1985 
meetings. Pimlico will run from Monday, 
March 11 through Saturday, June 1; Mon¬ 
day, July 15 through Friday, August 23; and 
Tuesday, Sept. 3 through Saturday, Sep¬ 
tember 21. 

Senior citizens must be at least 62 years old 
and can purchase as many books at one time 
as they desire. Anyone can buy the book, but 
it must be used by a senior citizen.

Potomac fever funding 

New findings on Potomac horse fever, the 
deadly diarrheal disease which has affected 
more than 500 horses since its discovery five 
years ago (killing one in three), have led the 
Morris Animal Foundation, Englewood, 
Col., to fund two additional studies of the 
disorder. 

Two universities recently announced that 
they have isolated the cause of the disease, 
an organism known as ehrlichia. New work 
will focus on the way the disease is transmit¬ 
ted, how to test for infection quickly and 
accurately, and whether animals other than 
horses, including dogs and humans, can be 
infected. It is hoped that new information 
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will lead to a vaccine and to a treatment for 
the disorder. 

The Foundation, which is sponsoring 
studies of the disease at the University of 
Pennsylvania and Virginia-Maryland Re¬ 
gional College of Veterinary Medicine, 
Blacksburg, has announced two additional 
grants, one at the University of Illinois Ur- 
bana-Champaign, and a second study at Vir¬ 
ginia-Maryland.

Though the fund is approximately $30,000 
short of the amount needed for this year's 
studies, the Foundation has advanced the 
money on the pledge of Potomac fever com¬ 
mittee chairman Sandie Cafritz, Kensington, 
Md., that her committee can raise the money. 

Helen Lockman moves horses 

Helen Lockman reports that she has 
moved her stallion Chennault and 16 other 
horses to the farm in Kingsville which Dr. 
and Mrs. G.G. Meredith recently sold to Dr. 
Cecilia Garrett and her husband, Bryan Ful¬ 
lerton. 

Chennault is a 12-year-old son of Terrible 
Tiger. His first foals are 2-year-olds. Winner 
of over $122,000, Chennault was stakes- 
placed while gaining ten wins, nine seconds 
and 11 thirds. 

He is out of the Air Hero mare Vanairess 
who was herself stakes-placed. Vanairess is 
also the dam of stakes winner Madagascar. 

Chennault stands for a live foal fee of 
$1,500. 

Two good mares retired 

John A. Manfuso's Any Spray and Mrs. 
Elisabeth J. Todd's Dancing Dot have been 
retired. Any Spray will be bred this year to 
Hail Emperor and Dancing Dot to Lord Gay¬ 
lord. 

Any Spray, a 5-year-old daughter of Royal 
Consort, concludes her career with three 
stakes victories and $169,288 in purse eam- 
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ings. Her added-money wins came in the 
Caesar's Wish Stakes and the Geisha and 
Rumson Handicaps. 

The mare is out of All Spray, a daughter of 
Salt Spray. She was trained by B.P. (Toughy) 
Hacker. 

Dancing Dot won two stakes—the Queen¬ 
stown Stakes and the Jameela Handicap. 
Her lifetime earnings totaled $86,664. 

Sired by Dancing Count, the 5-year-old 
mare was bred by Mr. and Mrs. Donald P. 
Litz Jr. who sold her for $12,000 to Mrs. Todd 
at a 2-year-olds in training sale at Timonium. 
Her trainer was John M. Bosley IV. 

Stallion issue corrections

Owner of the horse judged to be the out¬ 
standing timber performer during Mary¬ 
land's spring series of point-to-point races 
will receive a silver bowl which is being of¬ 
fered annually in memory of the late George 
Brown Jr. 

Donors are J. Fred Colwill, Mrs. Joseph F. 
Flanagan and Mrs. S. Bryce Wing. 

Mr. Brown, who died in 1956, rode in the 
Maryland Hunt Cup 14 times and was twice 
the winner (1900 and 1916). 

But he is remembered best in his later 
years as a firm and fair steward at Maryland 
tracks and also at Delaware Park. 

Donors of the Brown trophy all have close 
ties with the stewards' stand. Mr. Colwill 
only recently retired as Maryland's state 
steward, while Mrs. Flanagan and Mrs.

A daughter of Northern Dancer and Group 1 win¬ 
ner Nocturnal Spree (Ire), Concordene was bred 
by E.P. Taylor and consigned to the 1982 Keene- 
land July Yearling sale. She was knocked down to 
John T.L. Jones Jr., agent, for only $235,OCX). (Only 
one Northern Dancer yearling drew a lower final 


bid at auction that year.) Concordene's perform¬ 
ance on American race tracks has since indicated 
that she is worth considerably more than her pur¬ 
chase price. 

The chestnut filly, who was unraced at 2, cam¬ 
paigns for Marvin L. Warner. Concordene aired 
when she debuted at Oaklawn Park in March of 
1984, getting six furlongs in 1:10%. She went on to 
win two of her next three starts that season—all on 
dirt. 

Runner-up in her first race of 1985, Concordene 
scored next time out in the Fair Grounds' Sixty 
Sails Handicap, a turf race of about seven and a 
half furlongs. 

Although she boasted a record of three wins and 
two seconds from five starts, Concordene was 
sent off at 9-1 for the Sixty Sails. But she quickly 
gave the lie to her odds. Prominent throughout 
the race, she eagerly drew away in the stretch to 
defeat Costa del Sol by a widening margin of a 
length and three-quarters. 

Concordene's dam Nocturnal Spree (Ire) won the 
English One Thousand Guineas-Gl in 1975 and is 
a half-sister to Tootens, a Group 1 winner in 
France. The mare produced a colt by Assert (Ire) 
on February 8 and will be bred back to El Gran 
Senor this year. Windfields shll owns Concor¬ 
dene's 2-year-old full sister Amadea, who was not 
sold as a yearling because of a chipped hock. (That 
filly is currently in training.) Nocturnal Spree's 
yearling colt by The Minstrel will be sold at Keene- 
land this summer. 

Concordene is one of Northern Dancer's 111 
stakes winners. In 1984 alone the Windfields stal¬ 
lion had 13 added-money winners—including 
five horses who scored in Group or Grade 1 
events. 


Soon after the start La Reine Elaine challenged 
Masked Barb from the outside for control of the 
race, the pair of them setting fractions of 22%, 45% 
and 1:09%. Having finally established a clear lead 
inside the sixteenth pole. La Reine Elaine lasted 
well enough in the final strides to hold off the 
rallies of Owned by All and Kattegat's Pride. She 
defeated Owned by All by a half-length, while 
Kattegat's Pride, who had been blocked at the 
quarter pole, was beaten another neck for the 
place. La Reine Elaine's final time of 1:35% was 
just one second slower than the track mark. 

La Reine Elaine races for her breeder Anderson 
Fowler. A third generation homebred, she was 
born and raised at Buckingham Farm which is 
owned by Fowler's daughter and son-in-law, Eliz¬ 
abeth and Edward Houghton. Fowler acquired La 
Reine Elaine's third dam Goldarette from the late 
James Cox Brady many years ago and from her 


daughter Silver Abbey he bred stakes-winning 
Silver Doctor ($211,913) and Silver Betsy, the dam 
of La Reine Elaine. La Reine Elaine also has several 
full sisters, including La Reine Rouge, stakes win¬ 
ner, and La Reine Noir, who is stakes-placed. 

A solid performer on turf and dirt. La Reine Elaine 
was lightly raced at 2 in 1983. Last season, how¬ 
ever, she finished second in the Martha Washing¬ 
ton Handicap (on grass) and in the All Brandy 
Handicap. She bled when unplaced in the Prince 
Georges Stakes on December 22 and was fifth in 
the Luck Penny Stakes just prior to the Conniver. 

Mr. Fowler sold La Reine Elaine's dam Silver 
Betsy to Summa Stable at the 1981 Keeneland 
November Breeding Stock sale. The Nearctic mare 
(in foal to Gregorian) brought $87,000. He has 
since disposed of several other members of the 
family as well.

($61,109, Flirtation S, Free State S) is the dam of 
two foals to race. Both are now stakes winners. 

Four-year-old Burts Star, victorious by a short 
nose over Reliable Jeff in the $25,000 Garrison 
Handicap at K^stone, is a half-brother to 5-year- 
old Salvage Consultant, winner of the 1982 
Smarten Handicap and the 1985 $30,000 Southern 
Maryland Handicap. 


"When Heartful gets in foal, she really clicks them 
out," commented Jim Lewis, owner of Lewisfield, 
who has had the mare throughout her racing and 
breeding careers. Heartful's first foal died and she 
was barren for two years before producing Sal¬ 
vage Consultant. Her only other foal is an unraced 
3-year-old filly named Beaver Hut, whom Mr. 
Lewis sold privately to Ed Markowitz last year. 
Beaver Hut is in training with Billy Boniface, and is 
expected to make her racing debut within a few 
weeks. Barren in 1983 and 1984, Heartful is due to 
drop a Dancing Count foal in March. Mr. Lewis 
plans to breed her back to Deputed Testamony. 

Burts Star was consigned by Lewisfield Farm to 
the 1982 Maryland Select Yearling sale and pur¬ 
chased by current owner Joseph Asbell, a New 
Jersey attorney, for $26,500. In December of his 
2-year-old year Burts Star broke his maiden in his 
first start—a maiden event at Bowie. His next ef¬ 
fort resulted in an allowance victory, and in his 
third start he placed second by a half-length to Jyp 
in the $50,000 W.P. Burch Stakes at Bowie. 

Given time off beUv'een February and October of 
1984, the chestnut colt returned to win an allow¬ 
ance race at Laurel on October 5. He started six 
more times in 1984, and won two allowance races. 

Early this year, Burts Star was second to Reliable 
Jeff in the $25,000 Bensalem Handicap at Keystone 
on January 12. He faltered badly in the $25,000

Maryland sire For Love and Glory got his first 
stakes winner on March 3, when his 3-year-old 
daughter For You and Me drew clear to a length 
and a quarter victory in the $35,000 Martinetta 
Stakes at Laurel. The filly, who was also For Love 
and Glory's first winner out of his freshman crop 
last year, has so far earned a total of $55,193, while 
improving with almost every start. 


For You and Me broke her maiden in a $10,000 
maiden event at Timonium and won two claiming 
races—for $12,500 and $16,000—at Laurel last fall 
in the colors of her breeder, Sarah Jane Kousouris. 
Claimed for $16,000 by Gilbert Hahn's Meeting 
House Farm on November 23, she got beaten a 
nose by Double Suez in a $25,000 claiming race on 
December 12 and rallied to win an allowance event 
less than two weeks later. Third behind Double 
Suez and Nell Diamond in another allowance race 
in early January, she won a $35,000 claimer at 
Laurel on February 5 and just missed to Silver 
Design in Laurel's $25,000 Dancealot Stakes on 
February 16. 

Nine-to-five favorite in the Martinetta Stakes, For 
You and Me broke second in the field of five Mary¬ 
land-bred fillies and held to third, allowing Some¬ 
thing and Apalgaffey to set the pace until nearing 
the eighth pole. Set to a drive coming into the 
stretch, she gained command and drew clear of 
late-challendng Fleet Regatta. Apalgaffey finish¬ 
ed third and Something was fourth, a little more 
than seven lengths behind the winner. 

For You and Me is the first horse ever bred by Mrs. 
Kousouris, who owns and manages a pizza/sub 
shop in Lutherville (Md.). 

Mrs. Kousouris purchased For You and Me's 
dam. Fine Flair, along with a suckling filly by Mr. 
Brogann, in the 1981 Maryland Winter Mixed sale 
for $8,700. Fine Flair is the dam of four other 
horses to race, all winners, including Oil Can 
Harry, by Mr. Brogann, a winner of nine races and 
$63,090. Mrs. Kousouris has two full brothers to 
For You and Me: an unraced 2-year-old named 
Lutherville and a yearling, Winforandy.

Like Smarten Up, Trunk was bred and is owned 
by Ryan and Kirkham. Her only victory in 12 
attempts last season occurred when she aired in 
her very first outing. However, she did place in 
three added-money races, including division one 
of the Del Mar Debutante Stakes-G2. She earned a 
ranking of 107 pounds on the 1984 Experimental 
Free Handicap. 

Third in her first start of 1985, Trunk was fitted 
with blinkers for her next ouhng in the La Habra 
Stakes. The speedy filly responded with a length 
and a half victory over Akamini (Fr), while posting 
a final time of 1:15%. Her career earnings already 
total $99,175. 

Mr. Ryan purchased Trunk's dam Saratoga Fleet 
in 1980 at the Fasig-Tipton dispersal sale of the 


estate of James M. Roebling. Ryan paid $205,000 
for the unraced 2-year-old, a daughter of Sir Gay¬ 
lord and Blue Canoe. A full sister to Gaylord's 
Feather ($168,765) and Long Hunt ($103,830) and 
a half-sister to stakes-winning Blue Tepee

Charles Jules and Neil Glasser paid $16,000 for 
Kaye's Prince at Fasig-Tipton's Horses of Racing 
Age sale at Belmont Park last October. The gritty 
Eager Native gelding has won two stakes and 
$70,563 in just five starts for his new owners. 

Always a model of consistency, Kaye's Prince be¬ 
gan a three-race winning streak on January 26 
with an allowance win at Laurel. Fifteen days later 
he upset odds-on favorite Jyp to win the Rock Talk 
Handicap. And just two weeks after the Rock Talk 
he tallied in the $50,000 Native Dancer Handicap, 
pushing his career earnings to $149,488. 

Kaye's Prince, who was bred by Charles R. Zepp 
III of Woodbine, Md., was unraced at 2 because of 
a fractured hind leg. He made five starts in his 
breeder's colors before being claimed for $25,000 
by the late James H. Jenkins Jr. in November, 
1982. Winner of the Brick Door Stakes last April, 
Kaye's Prince continued to race for Jenkins until 
the latter's death last summer. Put away for the 


remainder of the summer, Kaye's Prince was con¬ 
signed to Fasig-Tipton's Horses of Racing Age 
sale at Belmont Park in October. 

Trainer Ken Sumida, who had conditioned Kave's 
Prince for Jenkins, advised his clients Charles 
Jules and Neil Glasser to buy him. "Ken really 
wanted the horse," Mr. Jules recalls, "and we 
were prepared to pay more for him than we did. 
But after they announced that he had three screws 
in his hind leg and a chip in his front ankle there 
wasn't much interest in him. So we got him for 
$16,000." 

Kaye's Prince received nine pounds from Jyp—the 
favorite and 123-pound highweight—for the sev¬ 
en-furlong Rock Talk Stakes on February 10. Re¬ 
served oft the pace, Kaye's Prince moved wide to 
catch the 3-5 choice in midstretch and edged away 
to a three-quarter-length victory. The competitive 
6-year-old posted a final time of 1:23 —% of a sec¬ 
ond off of tne track mark. 

Stretched out to a mile two weeks later, Kaye's 
Prince employed the same come-from-behind 
strategy to win the Native Dancer Handicap, de¬ 
feating a number of the state's top handicap 
horses. Kaye's Prince caught pace-setter Never 
Cye near the eighth pole and drew off to defeat 
Computer's Choice by two lengths. Never Cye 
held on to be third, beaten a total of four and a 
quarter lengths. 

Kaye's Prince is the first stakes winner for both of 
his owners. "He's just a terrific horse," says 
Charles Jules.

Obituaries 


Donald C. Bradley 

Donald C. Bradley, one of Maryland's 
most respected horsemen, died this month 
after a long illness. Mr. Bradley, 71, is best 
remembered in racing as the trainer of Ju¬ 
venile John, winner of the 1969 John B. 
Campbell Handicap. 

Mr. Bradley first became a trainer in 1962, 
giving up management and part ownership 
of a large lumber company in Silver Spring. 
His decision to train his own horses was 
occasioned by the death of his trainer and 
close friend Frank D. (Happy) Christmas. 

But Mr. Bradley was no greenhorn even 
then as far as horses were concerned. 

He had been a star polo player, horse 
show rider and amateur jockey in his young¬ 
er years and, throughout his entire life, he 
was immersed in the world of horses and 
horse-related activities. 

He was seriously considered as a candi¬ 
date for the stewards' stand at Maryland 
tracks a few years ago and was always 
sought out for advice on matters affecting 
the Maryland industry. 

He and his wife Jean began dating while 
students at the University of Maryland and 
were married in 1937. They have a daughter, 
Donna Bradley Brown, and two grand¬ 
children. 

Mr. Diz 

Frank Rosenfeld, known as Mr. Diz at 
Maryland tracks, died last month at age 65. A 
lifelong bachelor, Mr. Diz spent most of his 
waking hours at sporting events up until a 
few years ago when he soured on racing. 
After his change in lifestyle, he regularly at¬ 
tended court cases held in Baltimore, spend¬ 
ing his day "listening to testimony." 

In 1967 Pimlico owner Nathan Cohen gave 
in to Mr. Diz's pleas that he name a race 
horse after him. The yearling chosen for the 

Don Bradley 
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honor was given the name Mister Diz. He 
went on to win eight stakes and $327,015. 

A wounded World War II veteran, Mr. Diz 
was introduced to Maryland's racetrackers 
more than 30 years ago by Muggins Feld¬ 
man, former publicity director at Bowie who 
is now retired. Diz quickly gained fame as a 
character who hawked lapel pins, buttons, 
badges and other novelty items at track en¬ 
trances. 

Diz lived alone in Baltimore and was 
found dead in his apartment. He had been ill 
for several years. 

Sylvia Berry 

Sylvia Berry, 31-year-old daughter of 
trainer William S. Berry, was killed last 
month in an automobile accident. Ms. Berry 
had worked several years as a horse identi¬ 
fier at Charles Town but had since last fall 
been employed by her father in the operation 
of his racing stable. 

William B. Trundle 

William B. Trundle, a retired race track 
official, died suddenly last month at his 
home in Bel Air. Mr. Trundle, who was in his 
80's, is survived by a sister, Martha L. Lloyd. 
A lifelong horseman, he is remembered as a 
patrol and placing judge at most Maryland 
tracks during the 1950's and 1960's.

1916,1917 and 1918 renewals were mn over Mr. G. Bernard Fenwick's property, the course being virtually 
the same as the 1915 mnning. Of this course, Stuart Rose states: "The Fenwick farm in 1915 was fenced 
entirely with wire and it was necessary for the Committee to build panels in order to mn the race... In 1919 
the Committee again found itself up against the problem of 1914: the landowners would not keep the 
course in grass." So once more the site for the Maryland Hunt Cup was moved.

Since 1922, the course has remained fixed. Only the names of the property owners have changed. Mr. and 
Mrs. J. W.Y. Martin Jr. are the present owners, Mr. Martin having inherited the estate from his mother who 
died in 1977. Mrs. Martin Sr. and her late husband had purchased the property from Mr. Heiser.

EVA's Seriousness 
Explained at 
Timonium Seminar 

University of Kentucky's Dr. Peter Timoney came to Maryland for 
MHBA's breeding refresher program held in sales pavilion at 
Timonium. The first installment of his tape-recorded lecture follows. 


Well I'm sure, ladies and gentlemen, at 
this point in the afternoon's proceedings you 
are probably quite cold and I'll try to be as 
brief as possible, but yet at the same time 1 
think I should try and give you a comprehen¬ 
sive overview of the situation with regard to 
equine viral arteritis as it occurred in Ken¬ 
tucky last season and as that occurrence has 
impinged on the control measures that have 
been formulated for the forthcoming breed¬ 
ing season. 


I had intended initially to concentrate on 
addressing the guidelines that were released 
at the end of January in Kentucky to protect 
the Thoroughbred industry in that state for 
the 1985 breeding season. 

On further reflection though, I felt that 
many of you were probably still confused 
about the apparently at times contradictory 
statements and facts that have appeared in 
the lay press with regard to what did take 
place and the results of research that have 
taken place since last summer and in relation 
to measures that have presently been formu¬ 
lated in Kentucky for the prevention and 
control of this infection. 


In consequence of that I felt it might be 
opportune to very briefly reflect back on 
what we know of the occurrence of EVA and, 
more specifically, to relate that to events that 
took place in Kentucky last summer. 


Essentially, this disease was first defined 
as an infection of the horse in 1953 with the 
isolation of the causative virus from aborted 
equine fetuses during an epizootic of abor¬ 
tion on a Standardbred farm in Bucyrus, 
Ohio. 

Subsequently, serological studies in the 
early 1970's show that whereas the Stan¬ 
dardbred breed had a very high prevalence 
of infection with this virus. Thoroughbreds 
were largely suscephble, with evidence of 
infection of less that 5 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion. These figures specifically refer to a sur¬ 
vey that was carried out on a considerable 
number of farms in central Kentucky, of 
Thoroughbred, Standardbred and Saddle- 
bred operations. 

There are very few recorded occurrences 
of equine viral arteritis as a disease in the 
scientific measure chart since its first report¬ 
ed occurrence in 1953, and, in fact, what took 
place in Kentucky last summer marked the 
first time in the North American continent 
that equine viral arteritis has been reported 
in the Thoroughbred breed. It was previ¬ 
ously reported only once, in 1977, in the 
Thoroughbred in Poland. That was a very 
limited, circumscribed outbreak and it was 
characterized by deaths and illness in neo¬ 
natal foals. 
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Very briefly then, I'd like to overview what 
took place last year in Kentucky and then 
lead on in the latter part of my presentation 
with some thoughts on the question of abor¬ 
tion, the question of vaccination, the ques¬ 
tion of the carrier status of the stallion and 
the mare and how those particular factors or 
elements reflect on the control measures for 
the prevention and control of this infection 
for the forthcoming breeding season in Ken¬ 
tucky. 

I'd first of all like to deal with the situation 
last year in Kentucky as it was reported to us 
and as we investigated the outbreak. Basi¬ 
cally the outbreaks of the disease occurred 


over a nine-week period extending from the 
last week in April through to the last week in 
June with peak numbers of outbreaks re¬ 
corded the last week in May and the first 
week in June, 11 and 10 (cases) respectively 
in those two weeks. 

The total number of outbreaks was 37. 
Thirty-eight farms were recognized as hav¬ 
ing active infection with this virus. A total of 
162 horses were either clinical cases of the 
disease or else were known to have had ac¬ 
tive infection within the very recent past. 
Consideration of the total of 162 cases: 90 of 
those involved mares, 43 involved foals, 24 
stallions and two teasers and there were an 


Maryland's EVA Guidelines 


No horse which has tested positive for 
equine viral arteritis can be admitted to 
Maryland without written permission of 
Maryland's state veterinarian, according to 
Wayne A. Cawley Jr., Maryland's secretary 
of agriculture. 

Secretary Cawley disclosed this decision 
in a department order dated March 4,1985. 

Other regulations set forth in the order 
include: 

• No broodmare will be vaccinated with¬ 
out written approval from the state veteri¬ 
narian. 

• Stallions can be vaccinated only under 
these conditions: 1. Not knowingly exposed 
to EVA infected horses prior to vaccination; 
2. Must have negative blood test prior to 
vaccination; 3. Must be withheld from ser¬ 
vice for 28 days following vaccination; 4. 
Must have another blood test at end of 28 
days to determine presence of antibodies. 

• Horses testing negative for EVA can en¬ 
ter Maryland when accompanied by the 
proper health certificate from the state of 
origin. 

Although the state veterinarian (Dr. John 
C. Shook) acknowledges that many mares 
quartered in Maryland have tested positive 
for EVA, he does not believe that these 


mares necessarily have the disease. (Veteri¬ 
narians agree that a positive blood test does 
not always mean active infection.) 

Dr. Shook says he has heard of no Mary¬ 
land stallion testing positive. 

And Secretary Cawley asserts: "EVA is 
not known to exist in Maryland in the Thor¬ 
oughbred breed." 

But if the disease is discovered in Mary¬ 
land, secretary Cawley will require more 
stringent rules. They include: 

• Any non-vaccinated stallion testing 
positive will be considered a shedder and 
will be withheld from service until it is de¬ 
termined that he is not a threat in the spread 
of EVA. 

• All mares bred to shedding stallions shall 
have been vaccinated at least 21 days before 
breeding or be sero-positive as a result of 
previous exposure. 

• Mares testing positive shall be bred only 

to positive or vaccinated stallions. And they 
shall be bred as the last mare on any given 
day and, following that cover, the breeding 
shed must be cleaned, washed and disin¬ 
fected. Additionally, such mares must be 
hauled in a separate van or trailer and that 
conveyance must be cleaned, washed and 
disinfected after being used by the sero¬ 
positive mare. □

additional three stallions that were asymp¬ 
tomatically infected with the virus, but those 
particular stallions did transmit to mares. 

In one instance, a number of mares cover¬ 
ed by one of those stallions did show typical 
clinical signs of EVA subsequent to breed¬ 
ing. In relation to the mares covered by the 
other two stallions, those mares sero-con- 
verted. They were not reported as having 
developed any clinical signs suggestive, in¬ 
deed characteristic, of EVA infection. 

Now rd like to briefly highlight some of 
the clinical features of EVA as it was observ¬ 
ed during the outbreak in Kentucky last 
season. 

I would like to stress that the severity of 
the clinical illness observed in clinically af¬ 
fected horses varies, briefly, from severe 
cases to extremely mild cases. In fact, if many 
of the members of the industry and the at¬ 
tending veterinarians had not been so aware 
of EVA following its initial confirmation, 
many of the cases of infection in animals 
exhibiting very mild clinical signs would 
probably have passed totally unnoticed. At 
the point at which these cases were being 
reported to us many people were actually 
temperaturing their horses twice a day— 
going out, taking them in, temperaturing 
them, observing them very closely for any 
evidence, not just a febrile response but any 
evidence of edema, digital edema, and what- 
have-you. 

So in essence, then, I would like to em¬ 
phasize that if it hadn't been for the fact that 
the disease was confirmed on the first farm, 
many of these sporadic cases would prob¬ 
ably have passed unreported. 

One of the most classical signs that we 
observed was obviously digital edema. The 
digital edema differed considerably in both 
extent and severity. It sometimes involved 
both front and hind limbs. In the case of the 
front limbs, it could extend right up to and 
including the knee joints. In the case of the 
hind limbs, up to and including the hock 
joints. Very often, though, we found that, 
where present, it was more obvious involv¬ 
ing the hind limbs, and very slightly evident 
involving the two front limbs. 
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Some mares, especially, we found were 
very severely stocked up. And we did notice 
in foals that they tended to get perhaps a bit 
more uniform distribution of edema involv¬ 
ing both front and hind limbs whereas in the 
older animals it tended to be confined more 
often to the hind limbs. 

In some instances though, all we noticed 
(and this was a stallion) was a fever of 104 V2 
for a period of two to three days. The only 
evidence of digital edema that we noticed in 
this particular horse was edema of the near 
fetlock joint extending from the fetlock down 
to the coronary band. There was no other 
evidence of edema whatsoever involving 
either the front limbs or the right hind limb. 
So in essence then, we did see quite a cross- 
section in terms of the distribution of edema 
and the extent and severity of the edema. 

Whilst I emphasize the fact that digital 
edema was probably the most obvious and 
the most constant clinical sign observed, fev¬ 
er, of variable duration and height, was also 
perhaps one of the most constant features. 

Most of these horses appeared to develop 
the initial clinical signs of clinical illness ap¬ 
proximately anything from four to 14 days 
after presumed exposure to infection. The 
mean period was approximately seven to 
eight days. So you are talking about an aver¬ 
age incubation period of about seven to eight 
days. But there is a range there, as I say, of 
between four and 14. 

Whilst digital edema was perhaps the 
most constant clinical sign observed, there 
were quite a number of instances of where 
edema involving various other sites of the 
body was observed. One horse had quite 
marked, obvious periorbital edema, espe¬ 
cially involving the supraorbital region—the 
eyes partly closed and in fact this animal was 
also slightly resentful of opening its eyes in 
the bright sunlight. 

Edema was also present in other sites of 
the body besides the limbs and around the 
eyes. In the case ot a stallion, sometimes 
there was edema around the scrotum and 
the prepuce. The scrotum, in some instan¬ 
ces, reached up to 10, 12 inches almost, in 
diameter. It was a tremendous size and these 
animals were in very genuine pain and dis- 
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tress for a period of several days during the 
really acute phase of the disease. 

But I would say that those stallions rep¬ 
resented the exception, rather than the rule. 
In relation to confirmed cases of infection 
involving stallions the edema that was ob¬ 
served was not nearly so severe involving 
either the scrotum or the prepuce. 

In relation to the mare, something that 
should be brought to mind is that during the 
acute phase of the infection one can observe 
(very infrequently) edema of the udder and 
the mammary glands. 

Apart from edema, as I say, involved in 
the limbs, around the eyes, involving the 
scrotum and prepuce in the stallion, the ud¬ 
der and mammary gland in the mare, we 
have on very, very infrequent occasions ob¬ 
served edema in other sites. For example, 
we've seen it, in the case of the foal, in the 
intermandibular space between the two rami 
of the lower jaw, giving a sort of bottle-jaw 
appearance to the affected animal. We've al¬ 
so seen edematous plaques situated, for ex¬ 
ample, on the sides of the chest cavity, espe¬ 
cially over the shoulder region. 

These are very, very infrequent findings 
and I would emphasize that the commonest 
feature is digital edema and, as I say, in the 
case of the stallion, additional edema involv¬ 
ing the scrotum and prepuce. 

Another very constant sign seen during 
the outbreak was serous discharge—serous 
nasal discharge and serous ocular discharge. 
In other words, many of these animals first 
presented with a very thick, watery dis¬ 
charge from both nostrils and from both 
eyes. In most instances this discharge re¬ 
mained thick and watery and did not become 
colored, mucoid or mucopurulent. But there 
were some instances in fact where this was 
the case, where secondary infection oc¬ 
curred. 

The same horses also manifested what 
was perhaps one of the most classically rec¬ 
ognized signs of equine viral arteritis, pink¬ 
eye. We did not see that uniformly in acutely 
affected horses. We did account for it in per¬ 
haps 30 or 40 per cent of the cases at very 
most. Where it was present, it was very obvi¬ 
ous. The conjunctival mucous membranes

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were brick red in appearance, and usually 
those particular conjunctival sacs were 
streaming with serous discharge. 

In other words those eyes were absolutely 
overrunning with a serous watery discharge. 
However, in many instances, instead of hav¬ 
ing this brick red appearance of the conjunc¬ 
tival mucous membranes, instead we en¬ 
countered just a dirty muddy appearance. 
This was more the rule rather than the ex¬ 
ception. 

In addition to what I've said, we encoun¬ 
tered a varying degree of depression and loss 
of appetite. This was usually observed dur¬ 
ing the peak of the acute clinical phase of the 
disease, didn't last more than 72 hours at 
very most and then the animals recovered 
quite quickly afterwards. 

Another sign that was observed during 
this outbreak, again not uniformly but quite 
commonly, was the fact that quite a number 
of these horses developed a varying amount 
of skin rash. 

This skin rash very often involved the 
sides of the neck. Sometimes it was general¬ 


ized, or sometimes it involved the sides of 
the neck and over the haunches. It presented 
in a number of different forms. Sometimes it 
was in the form of little raised papular types 
of eruptions scattered, not generalized over 
the whole area of the neck, but involving just 
localized areas, sometimes involving the 
areas around the cheek. 

This was very, very noticeable when these 
animals were examined in the sunlight. You 
could see these little raised areas showing up 
very, very clearly and very distinctly. This 
skin rash usually appeared approximately 24 
to 36 hours after the onset of fever. 

Another sign that we noticed, and this was 
very infrequent but we did notice it in con¬ 
junction with the skin rash that I mentioned, 
was the occurrence of a nodular type of erup¬ 
tion beneath the mucous membrane inside 
the upper lip. These little eruptions were 
very firm. They certainly were not fluid- 
filled and they weren't, as I say, a constant 
feature by any matter of means, but we did 
observe them in a sufficient number of cases 
to regard them as associated with the infec¬ 
tion.

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In short then. I'll summarize the clinical 
features of what we observed. As I've indi¬ 
cated already, the severity of clinical symp¬ 
toms varied considerably and not all horses 
exhibited all these signs, but many of them 
did. 

Symptoms included: Incubation period 
ranging from three to 14 days with a mean of 
approximately seven days. Fever up to 105 
degrees Fahrenheit. Digital edema, especial¬ 
ly in the hind limbs. Nasal and ocular dis¬ 
charges, initially serous but sometimes be¬ 
coming mucoid or mucopurulent. Inflam¬ 
mation of the conjunctival nasal mucous 
membranes. Varying degree of depression. 
Loss of appetite. Skin rash. Edema of the 
scrotum and prepuce in the stallion and the 
teaser stallion. Very infrequently edema of 
the udder and mammary gland of the mare. 
Papular eruption beneath the mucous mem¬ 
brane inside the upper lip. Very infrequent¬ 
ly, edema of the intermandibular space or 
perhaps beneath the sternum.

I would like to emphasize that in the 
course of the outbreak of EVA last summer in 
Kentucky there were no associated mortali¬ 
ties whatsoever. All of the clinically affected 
horses made total, uneventful clinical re¬ 
coveries. And none of them had any residual 
undesirable sequelae that followed the infec¬ 
tion. Furthermore, there were no unequivo¬ 
cally confirmed cases of abortion associated 
with this particular virus. 

However, I would say that there was a 
certain amount of evidence—circumstantial 
evidence, in relation to three farms—that in¬ 
dicated that mares (had aborted) when 
checked 18 to 30 days after the last covering 
date. There was certainly a higher percent¬ 
age found barren amongst the affected 
group of mares than amongst the normal 
mare population. 

At this point we're looking at these figures 
in much greater detail. 

We are analyzing them and do not in any 
way want to distort the picture, but I would 
feel that there was an indication on three 
farms that in fact the infection was associated 
with the reduction (in pregnancies) of some¬ 
thing like 60 per cent in that particular group 
of mares as opposed to the normal controlled 
population.

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EVA Lecture continued 

Consideration of the occurrence of EVA 
last summer in Kentucky must take into ac¬ 
count the occurrence on a certain number of 
farms and the manner in which the infection 
spread from those farms to involve other 
farms. I believe it is terribly important to gain 
some insight and some appreciation of this 
because unless you have this insight and 
appreciation you basically do not have the 
information that will enable you to under¬ 
stand the rationale behind some of the con¬ 
trol measures that we put in place for the 
1985 breeding season. 

And that is why I would like to spend just 
a little time discussing some of the, if you 
like, the epidemiological aspects or the as¬ 
pects concerning the pattern of spread of the 
infection amongst the Thoroughbred farms 
in central Kentucky in 1984. 

Firstly, EVA was confirmed in stallions on 
three farms: Farm A, 17 infected stallions: 
Farm B, seven infected stallions; Farm C, one 
infected stallion. There was one additional 
farm that I have not listed for which the 
evidence is to some extent circumstantial. 


We do feel that there was a problem there but 
certainly that problem did not occur during 
the actual outbreak or series of outbreaks 
between the end of April and the end of June 
in Kentucky. We feel it preceded that period 
of time. 

Number two. Primary cases of EVA infec¬ 
tion on 27 of the 37 premises involved were 
in mares bred to stallions on Farm A, the first 
farm noted to have been affected. So you can 
see, a tremendously high percentage of the 
primary cases of infection were in mares 
bred to stallions on this particular farm. 

Number three. Stallions on Farm B, where 
there were seven infected stallions, were ex¬ 
posed when a mare from one of the initially 
affected farms was bred to one of the stal¬ 
lions there and he contracted the disease. In 
fact, it was one of the 27 farms that had a 
mare that was incubating the disease that 
sent that mare over to Farm B to be covered 
by one of the stallions at that farm. She acted 
as a source of virus for one of the stallions on 
that farm and so that stallion, in turn, when 
he became clinical, spread the infection to

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the additional six stallions. Hence, the total 
number of seven infected stallions. So you 
can see then that Farm B, and the stallions on 
it, were in fact directly related to one of the 
premises that in turn was originated from 
covering on Farm A. 

Number four. Only one primary case of 
EVA infection was traced to a covering by 
one of the stallions at Farm B. So only one of 
these stallions at Farm B, in fact, had an 
opportunity of transmitting to a mare and 
that mare in turn becoming a clinical case of 
infection. So fortunately, in relation to the 
seven stallions from Farm B, the opportunity 
for them to disseminate the infection, in con¬ 
trast to the stallions at Farm A, was very, 
very circumscribed. 

Number five. One of the stallions on Farm 
C was implicated in transmitting infection to 
mares on two farms in addition to one mare 
on Farm C. So Farm C, with one infected 
stallion, never reported or showed any clini¬ 
cal evidence of infection and covered mares. 
Two of those mares, on two separate farms, 
in addition to a mare on the farm on which 
this particular stallion was standing became 
clinically infected and were confirmed as 
cases of EVA. 

And finally, EVA occurred on four farms 
for which the source of infection could not be 
determined. In relation to those four farms, 
the cases occurred in mares or foals or a 
combination of both. 

So you can see then, basically that's a 
synopsis of what occurred. The predomi¬ 
nance of infection was associated with mares 
bred to the stallions on the first farm on 
which this disease was confirmed. And that 
farm is Farm A. 

The bars of this histogram represent cases, 
or outbreaks rather, of EVA that related di¬ 
rectly to mares bred at that particular farm. 
And you can see that they essentially rep¬ 
resented the vast majority of the cases of 
infection and, in fact, if it wasn't for that 
particular farm acting as such a productive 
source of virus, for so many farms, we basi¬ 
cally would not have had a problem, we feel, 
in the industry last season. 

Obviously, there was a considerable 
amount of concern that, on farms on which 
this disease was occurring, there was consid-

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erable evidence of lateral transmission of in¬ 
fection. 

Well, in actual fact, this did not turn out to 
be the case. 

When we looked at the figures and we 
looked at the numbers of cases of clinical 
infection reported to us, we found that virtu¬ 
ally 60 per cent of the farms reporting the 
disease had no more than two clinical cases 
of infection. At 72 per cent of the farms, the 
maximum number of clinical cases was 
three. 

So you can see, the vast majority of out¬ 
breaks involved at most three, at least one, 
animal. It's very, very small. 

We did not have evidence that there was 
widespread evidence of clinical infection be¬ 
tween animals housed in the same bam, 
either in adjacent stalls, mnning at pasture 
in the same paddocks or having across-the- 
fence contact with one another in adjacent 
fields. 

Obviously the question that inevitably 
arises is, "Can we afford to just regard the 


clinical evidence of infection as an indication 
of lateral transmission of the disease or of the 
virus?" 

We went and we looked at 254 mares that 
were bred between April 15 and May 28 on 
Farm A. This particular farm, as I have indi¬ 
cated already, is the farm on which the great¬ 
est amount of dissemination of the vims 
occurred. 

And what did we find? 

We were fortunate to get blood samples 
from 172 out of the 254 mares, and of those 
172, 39 had antibody titres to arteritis. So 
only 39, out of 172 bred during the time we 
knew arteritis was occurring on this farm, in 
fact had evidence, serologic evidence, of in¬ 
fection. 

Those 39 animals comprised 23 that had 
been vaccinated, at least two to four weeks 
previously. Another 12 included nine clinical 
cases and three which had been on affected 
farms but had shown no clinical evidence of 
the disease but would obviously be regarded 
as having high risk exposure to the disease.

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And there were four mares from four previ¬ 
ously unaffected farms. Epidemiological in¬ 
vestigation of those four mares on the four 
unaffected farms neither revealed evidence 
of rising antibody titres—in other words, of 
recent infection having occurred within the 
preceding three to five weeks—nor evidence 
of lateral spread to any contacts on those 
farms. 

So you can see from that there was no 
evidence that there was widespread asymp¬ 
tomatic infection occurring that we were not 
aware of in mares that were bred to those 
stallions at Farm A during the time that they 
were known to have been transmitting the 
disease. 

Further to that, there has not been a single 
case of infection occurring in a yearling on 
any of the affected premises. Further to that, 
we looked at a considerable number of blood 
samples from yearlings, not alone on those 
premises but on many other premises in 
central Kentucky, to see if in fact there was 
evidence of infection, and what did we find? 
We only picked up ten positives—in other 
words, 37 per cent sero-positivity rate. 

And then we looked at the background 
details of those sero-positive yearlings. We 
found that the dams of sue of the 10 sero¬ 
positive yearlings we received samples for— 
all of those, all six of them—had antibodies 
to arteritis virus. 

We found that the 1984 foals out of four of 
the sero-positive dams had also antibody 
titres. And we found a 2-year-old colt out of 
one of these dams was sero-negative—free 
of EVA antibodies. 

So the evidence coming through on inves¬ 
tigation of those sero-positive yearlings was 
that infection had occurred the previous 
year. Probably both mare and foal were ex¬ 
posed coincidentally to infection at some 
point. We don't know how and we don't 
know at what point, but there was no evi¬ 
dence whatsoever to indicate that those 10 
sero-positive yearlings in fact were infected 
during the 19M breeding season. Their titres 
were retrospective titres, indicahve of infec¬ 
tion that had occurred the previous year. 

And what those titres would reflect is 
what has been and is going on within not just 
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the Thoroughbred population, but the horse 
population in general with regard to this par¬ 
ticular virus. 

Don't forget this is a virus that, although it 
was first characterized and defined as a sepa¬ 
rate entity in 1953, has probably been in ex¬ 
istence and circulating in the horse for de¬ 
cades and decades, and maybe centuries and 
centuries. There are very good descriptions 
of the disease in the older veterinary litera¬ 
ture going back to the late 19th century. 

At the beginning of last year, a colleague 
and myself were in fact surveying the Thor¬ 
oughbred, Standardbred and Saddlebred 
populations in central Kentucky for equine 
viral arteritis infection long before the out¬ 
break occurred. 

What did we find? 

We found that in the resident Thorough¬ 
bred mare population we had a background 
level of IVz per cent of mares positive to the 
blood test. We could find no evidence of 
infection in the yearlings. 

Looking at the Standardbred populahon, 
what did we find? 

We found the complete converse of that. 
We found that an average of 80 per cent and a 
range of between 70 and 90 per cent of resi¬ 
dent mares on Standardbred farms were 
sero-positive, with a yearling positive rate of 
4.8 per cent. 

So you can see there is this tremendous 
contrast between the Thoroughbred and the 
Standardbred and, again, it's reflecting what 
was observed away back in 1970 and '71, 
when a similar type of survey was carried out 
and the mean percentage found in the Thor¬ 
oughbred population was about SVi per 
cent, if that. This figure, IVi percent, is very 
close to it. For Standardbreds, 80 per cent 
previously—exactly the same. 

So you can see during that intervening 
period of time there's no evidence that this 
virus has in fact undergone major changes in 
terms of its circulahon in the respective 
breed populations.

Jockey Qub Rules 
And Fees Revised 


The Jockey Qub's 'Trincipal Rules and 
Requirements of The American Stud Book" 
have been revised and copies of the new 
registration rules are now being circulated 
throughout the industry prior to going into 
effect on April 1. 

A handy reference is included listing the 
addresses and telephone numbers of The 
Jockey Club's offices in New York, Kentucky 
and California. Also included is a glossary 
and a guide to the various forms used in the 
registration process, their purpose and 
where they are to be mailed. 

Perhaps the area where the revisions will 
be most notable are those pertaining to the 
blood-typing process. 

Simply stated, the following categories of 
horses must be blood-typed, if they have not 
been previously blood-t^ed: 

• All stallions; 

• All broodmares; and 

• All horses being exported. 

Also the following horses must be blood- 
typed and parentage verified: 

• All cases involving possible multiple 
parentage; 

• All gestation periods that are uncertain, 
or less than 310 days or more than 380 
days; 

• Where the coat color is not in keeping 
with color coat inheritance principles; 

• Where the markings differ significantly 
from the markings on the certificate or the 
application; 

• Where the recorded sex of a horse must 
be changed from male to female or vice 
versa; 

• All foals resulting from pasture breed¬ 
ing; 
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• All horses whose applications have not 
been completed by December 31 of their 
2-year-old year; and 

• Cases of suggested or implied incorrect 
parentage. 

In those cases where the sire cannot be 
confirmed upon the completion of blood¬ 
typing and parentage verificahon. The Jock¬ 
ey Club may consider issuing a racing per¬ 
mit. This permit will allow the horse to race 
but not be utilized as a breeding animal. 

A change in policy deals with pending ap¬ 
plications and the amount of time that will be 
permitted to complete or resolve them.

A pending application has been defined as 
one including the prescribed fee and a 
signed application for foal registration, list¬ 
ing the foal's sex, color, name of sire and 
dam, foaling date and where the foal was 
dropped. It also includes a diagram and writ¬ 
ten description of the white markings as well 
as the names and addresses of the breeder 
and owner. 

An application containing at least this in¬ 
formation must be received by the Registry 
Office no later than December 31 of the 
horse's 2-year-old year. 

Horses which are 3-year-olds in 1985 will 
have until April 1, 1986, to have their pend¬ 
ing applications completed, and foals of suc¬ 
ceeding years will have until August 31 of 
their 3-year-old year to have their pending 
applications completed. Horses whose ap¬ 
plications are not completed within these 
limits will not be accepted for registration. 

The revision also includes additional lan¬ 
guage to protect the names of famous race¬ 
horses from being used again and spells out 
the categories under which horses will have 
their names permanently reserved. 


Copies of the revised rules have been dis¬ 
tributed to publications throughout the in¬ 
dustry as well as to state breeding associa¬ 
tions. Additional copies are also available 
upon request from the News Service Bureau 
of The Jockey Club. 

A new schedule of fees for the Registry 
Office will also go into effect on April 1. 

Following is a list of the fee changes: 

The fee for registering a foal on or before 
August 31 of the foal's year of birth will be 
$80 and the fee for registering a weanling 
after that date will be $110. 

The fee for registering a yearling will be 
$175 and the fee for registering a 2-year-old 
will be $500. 

The fee for a corrected certificate will be 
$30 while the fees for duplicate certificates, 
foreign registration and export certificates 
will be $100 each. 

For blood-typing, the fee will be $80 per 
horse and $110 for blood-typing and paren¬ 
tage verificahon. 

All other fees remain unchanged.

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Racing's Economic Impact 
Triples All Other Sports 


commission appointed by Governor 
Hughes to examine Maryland's professional 
sports has come up with some eye-opening 
statistics. 


Horse racing and horse breeding have an 
economic impact on the state which more 
than triples all other sports combined! 

The report of the Special Advisory Com¬ 
mission on Professional Sports and the 
Economy was submitted last month to Mary¬ 
land's general assembly. Bernard Manekin is 
the commission's chairman and H. Morton 
Rosen its vice-chairman. 

Measured in millions of dollars, the eco¬ 
nomic impact of all Maryland sports was tab¬ 
ulated as follows: 


Auto racing.$ 29.85 

Baseball. 97.07 

Basketball . 18.46 

Boxing . .49 

Football (1983 figures). 36.00 

Golf. 13.28 

Horse racing. 407.50 

Horse breeding. 498.10 

Ice hockey. 34.49 

Soccer. 13.57 

Wrestling. 6.85 


$1,155.66 

These figures show that the economic im¬ 
pact of all sports in Maryland is $1.1 billion 
and that of that total horse breeding and 
racing make up $905.6 million. In other 
words, horse racing and breeding represent 
78 per cent of the total sports impact with all 
other sports combined amounting to only 22 
per cent. 

In his covering letter to the general assem¬ 
bly, Mr. Manekin noted that "this report was 
completed pursuant to the statutory man¬ 
date that this Commission shall investigate 
and collect information that relates to the 
economic, fiscal and social effects of profes-

sional sports franchises and activities in 
Maryland." 

The commission's statistics were compiled 
by Dr. Pradeep Ganguly, according to Dr. 
Robert N. Schoeplein, director of research 
for Maryland's Department of Economic and 
Community Development. 

Further noted in the report were these 
statements: 

"The employment impact of this (horse) 
industry is estimated to be close to 20,000 
(jobs), including those who are self-em¬ 
ployed and those who are employed part- 
time by the horse racing and horse breeding 
industries. 

"... It is also estimated that the impact of 
the breeding segment relative to racing will 
continue to increase because of: (1) the rapid 
rate of increase in stud fees and the value of 
the horses, (2) the increases in the value of 
land, buildings, bams and fencing on breed¬ 
ing farms, (3) the increasing costs of equip¬ 
ment and professional fees related to breed¬

Association has announced plans to present 
annual TOBA Awards starting this summer. 

The TOBA Awards will recognize, within 
each state, the men and women who have 
been most successful in racing their own 
homebreds. According to The Blood-Horse 
statistics, approximately 42 per cent of all 
Thoroughbred breeders race their own 
horses. 

Each state breeders organization will be 
asked to judge who will win the TOBA 
Award from that state. 

The first TOBA Awards will be presented 
at a gala dinner in Saratoga on August 9. All 
horsemen at the Saratoga meeting will be 
invited to attend. 

The concept of the TOBA Awards was 
originated by Kent Hollingsworth, editor of 
The Blood-Horse, and at a recent TOBA meet¬ 
ing at Santa Anita, the TOBA Trustees voted 
unanimous approval of the program, citing 
that recognition of the many small owner/ 
breeders who contribute so much to the 
Thoroughbred industry was long overdue.

■ Alfred G. Vanderbilt's Social Outcast was 
pictured on the cover winning the $50,000 
McLennan Handicap at Hialeah. A Vander¬ 
bilt homebred who was later to be voted one 
of the all-time Maryland-bred champions. 
Social Outcast reached the summit of his 
career as a 5-year-old in 1955. Before year's 
end he had achieved victories in seven 
stakes, including the $100,000 Sunset Hand¬ 
icap and the $75,000 John B. Campbell 
Handicap. The big chestnut gelding by Shut 
Out out of Pansy by ^Sickle retired in 1957 
with lifeHme earnings of $668,300. Upon his 
retirement. Social Outcast returned to Saga¬ 
more Farm, where he lived as a pensioner for 
the next 11 years. Along with his stablemate 
Find, Social Outcast served as a companion 
to barren and maiden mares in the field. 
"They lived up on the hill for a long, long 
time," reports Sagamore general manager 
Harold H. Ferguson. "But Social Outcast 
had a training injury that never really left 
him. He twisted his left hind leg galloping on 
the beach the last year he raced, and the 
muscles eventually atrophied. As he grew 
older, the leg became weaker and weaker. 
Finally, he got so he couldn't get up and 
down, and we had him destroyed in Octo¬ 
ber, 1968.1 remember, I didn't watch." 

■ Marylanders made their mark in other 
competition at Hialeah, with offspring of 
local stallions accounting for both divisions 
of the $15,000 Columbiana Handicap. Rare 
Music, winner of the first half of the race, 
was bred and raised in Maryland by the late 
Henry Horkheimer; she became the seventh 
stakes winner sired by The Rhymer, who 
stood at Samuel Pistorio's farm near Ellicott 
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City for $500 live foal. Scoring an upset vic¬ 
tory in the second division was Guayana, a 
daughter of Janon Fisher Jr.'s "Hunter's 
Moon IV. 

■ Ella K. Bryson captured her fifth renewal 
of the $15,000 Hialeah Juvenile Stakes with a 
chestnut colt named Well Marked. A $9,000 
Saratoga yearling purchase, the colt was 
making his second start in the three-furlong 
dash. The race drew 36 starters and, like the 
Columbiana, was split into two divisions. 
The Brysons came within two and a half 
lengths of scoring a double victory when But 
First, a colt by War Relic, finished third in the 
second half of the race. 


■ Total racing revenue to the state in 1954 
was reported to be $7,774,689. Maryland 
realized $5,610,991 from 100 days of major 
racing, and $900,638 from 50 days on the five 
minor ovals, in addition to $1,263,062 from 
the harness racing component. 

■ Fasig-Tipton Company hired John M.S. 
Finney as a sales announcer. It was noted 
that Mr. Finney, who was then a student at 
Princeton University, would be following in 
the steps of his father, Humphrey S. Finney, 
Fasig-Tipton president and general mana¬ 
ger, and longtime announcer.

In order to receive STALLION BONUS AWARDS, 
each Maryland stallion must be registered annually with the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association. The annual fee is $100. 

If you don’t register your stallion for the 1985 season, 
he will not be eligible to receive bonus award money when his offspring 

win in Maryland in 1985. 

Only stallions with progeny of racing age require registration. 

Bonus awards amount to approximately 7 per cent of the winner’s share 
of the purse. Awards are paid to registered Maryland stallions which were 
standing in Maryland when their winning progeny was conceived.

Maryland-bred OWNER AWARDS 
may be the best kept secret in racing. 
Every time a Maryland-bred registered 
with the Maryland Horse Breeders Asso¬ 
ciation wins certain types of races, the 
owner receives a bonus which amounts to 
approximately 25 per cent of the winner's 
share of the purse. Races qualifying for 
those awards are claimers in which the 
winner runs for a tag of $25,000 or more, 
maiden special, allowance and starter. 
Not eligible are winners of stakes and 
claiming races in which the tag is less than 
$25,000. 

Maryland-bred BREEDER AWARDS 
go to the winners of all races when that 
winner is registered as a Maryland-bred 
with the Maryland Horse Breeders Asso¬ 
ciation. These are also paid to the second. 


third and fourth finishers in stakes. Breed¬ 
er awards amount to approximately 12 to 
15 per cent of the winner’s share of the 
purse — or 12 to 15 per cent of the sec¬ 
ond, third and fourth money in stakes. 

Maryland-bred STALLION AWARDS 
go to the Maryland stallions which sire any 
horse gaining a breeder award. Stallion 
awards amount to approximately 6 to 8 
per cent of money earned in the race. 
Only stallions registered with the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Association are eli¬ 
gible.

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Important Notice 

Change in Maryland-bred rules, effective for foals of 1986 
At its meeting of November 21, 1984, the Maryland Racing 
Commission approved the following changes in the definition of a 
Maryland-bred. (Italicized words in parentheses indicate dele¬ 
tions to the previous rule. CAPITAL LETTERS SHOW WORDS 
ADDED TO THE PREVIOUS RULE.) 

.49 Rewards to Breeders—Maryland-bred Rules 
A. To be eligible to start in races exclusively for horses bred in 
Maryland, each horse shall be re^stered with the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. To qualify for registration, the horse 
shall have been foaled in the State of Maryland. In addition {unless 
the breeder is a resident of the State, or maintains his breeding stock 
continually in the State) the horse shall be either the produce of a 
mare having conceived in Maryland the previous season, or of a 
mare sent into the State to foal and be covered by a Maryland 
stallion the season of the birth of the foal. SHOULD ILLNESS, 
DISEASE OR DEATH PREVENT THE MARE FROM BEING 
COVERED BY A MARYLAND STALLION AFTER GIVING 
BIRTH TO THE FOAL, THIS PROVISION MAY BE WAIVED, 
PROVIDING THE OWNER OF THE MARE PRESENTS SWORN 
AFFIDAVIT TO THE MARYLAND HORSE BREEDERS ASSOCI¬ 
ATION THAT SUCH MATING WITH A MARYLAND STAL¬ 
LION HAD BEEN AGREED UPON BY THE MARE OWNER 
AND THE OWNER OF THE MARYLAND-BASED STALLION. 

These changes accomplish two things: 

1. Beginning with the breeding season of 1986, residents of 
Maryland will no longer have the privilege of sending the same 
mare two years consecutively to out of state stallions. In order to 
have Maryland-bred foals, a mare must, in addition to foaling in 
Maryland, either have been covered by a Maryland stallion the 
p]- 0 vious season or be covered by a Maryland stallion the season 
of birth of the foal. In other words, Maryland residents will be 
obliged to comply with the rules governing non-residents of the 
state of Maryland. 

2. The second change seems self-explanatory. It involves the 
registration of a Maryland-bred foal by an out of state stallion if 
the foal's dam was prevented by illness, etc., from being bred 
back to a Maryland stallion.

Timonium Should Be Utilized 

The best horse training facility in Baltimore county is lying idle this spring, thanks 
to the mile tracks' belief that Timonium is not needed. 

Last year at this time there were 280 horses at Timonium. Today the track is shut 
down tight with openings planned only for the 2-year-olds in training sales and the 
10-day race meeting which begins August 24. 

Max Mosner, Timonium's general manager, says his bare bones cost for having the 
track open would be $33,000 per month. Timonium obviously cannot afford such 
generosity. 

So Timonium offered the mile tracks and horsemen an opportunity to use the track 
by simply paying expenses. Both declined. 

The mile tracks proved their unwillingness by opposing senator Bill Amoss's 
proposed amendment offered to the Senate Finance Committee. The horsemen said no 
when offered stalls at $3 per unit per day. (Only 58 stalls were spoken for by horsemen. 
The break-even point on stall rental was 300 from a stable area consisting of 534.) 

My own feeling is that the mile tracks are shortsighted in their decision to discard a 
wonderfully functional training track which is ideally situated for the populous Balti¬ 
more county horse community. 

I can't believe that this situation has been thoroughly thought out by Pimlico and 
Laurel. When you consider what those two tracks are gaining in dollars from the new 
legislation, $33,000 a month is peanuts.
